T happened in Amo 15 7 7. two Senken 
were d2ping Gun powder in a bꝛaſſe pan, who 
V (as it did appeere ) had no conſideration vnto the 
£ ouer heating ot the pan, but withont knowledge 
2 ol the danger, and care of themſelues did conti⸗ 
> nuallp ſtir the powder with their hands: Jt chan⸗ 
ced ſo, that the powder vpon a ſudden fired, wher⸗ 
2 with they were moſt græeuoullp burned , both 
hands and face , with their! bodics and clothes, which cauſed them to 
make a molt lamentable crying: and being heard of diuers inthe ſame 
houſe, who perceiuing their chamber fo be in a great ſmoke & ſmell of 
Gun powder, p2eſently entred in, 4 with all haſte that poſſible might 
be, caried the perſons burned into an other rome, where they fozthwith 
did cut, rend, i teare off al their clothes fr6 their bodies: otherwiſe with⸗ 
out their helpes, no qneſtion but they had beene burned to death. There 
dwelled nere vnto them a gentle woman, by whom they were greatlie 
eaſed with a whey which ſhe made of veriuice and milke ; nenerthelcſſe 
the was fearfull to pꝛocede any further, foz that ſhe neuer had (ene the 
experience in the curing of ſuch great burnings with Gun powder, 
neither could hir fomack well digeſt the ſight and filthy ſanozs thereof: 
whereupon J was pꝛeſently ſent foꝛ, and after diligent view had, J did 
firſt annoint the parts that were ſcoꝛched and bliſtered oftentimes, ſpe⸗ 
cially their hands and face, with this remedy following, whereby the 
parts afflicted were pꝛeſerued from bliſtering. |

Hot long ſince,there was a man burned with gun powder, eſpecially 
on the backſide of his right hand, x alſo his arme euen vp to his elbow, 
very grieuous ſozt, that the ſkin on the backſide of his hand was cleane 
burnt, & his arme alſo ſcoꝛched, and bliſters did pzeſently riſe in divers 
places: Then with all ſperde there was a @urgeon ſent foz, that div

miſhap, he pzeſently furniſhed himſelfe with the aboue named Mel ſa⸗ 
ponis, who at his comming to vilite his patient, finding him in great ex- 
tremitie of paines t burning heat, did then, with all (pede addzeſſe him⸗ 
ſelfe fo the ture of the patient, i he ſpzed of the (aide Mel ſaponis, vpon 
b:owne paper, and then laide it ouer all the arened parts, aſwell vnto 
the rawe and tender places where the ſkin was cleane burned off, as 
alſo vnto the parts, which were but ſco2ched and bliſtered: and thus ſup⸗ 
poling he had done well, notwithſtanding the patients paines erc@dedz 
be continned his foꝛmer courſe of dzeſſing from Thurſdap in the alter⸗ 
none, vntill Saterday next following in the mozning, all which time 
t ſpace his paines were erceding intolerable 2 then at the laſt the Sur⸗ 
geon himſelfe was amazed, and knew not what to do, but very early in 
the mozning he came bnto me, and deũred my counſell and helpe, and 
acquainted me with the cauſe of his comming, which was, that J ſhould 
bzing with me, ſuch remedies, as would ſpeedily eaſe his patient, of the 
ertremitie of his paines, foz he confeſſed that it was a cure which him⸗ 
ſelfe had ſcene little experience o: So in regarde of hiscurteſie, and alſo 
being very deſirous of knowledge in the Art, the which cauſcs the ra⸗ 
ther induced me to leane off all mine owne buſines fo2 that time, 
J went with him: and after my comming to the patient, perteiuing 


indeed his paines and grerfe to be moſt lamentable, as it appered by his 


heante countenance, ſo that J feared his graue would haue ſwallowed 
him vp : but after J bad diligently viewed the maner of his burning, 
and did farther behold how diſozderly he had been delt with, I lecreflyp 
conferred with the Surgeon,and told him he had not done well, in the 
applying of his Mel ſaponis in all places alike, fo2 J ſaid, although it be 
à medicine of ancient experience with ſome , and many times _—_

they ſay with great pzofit , chiefly to kepe the parts that are burned 
and ſcoꝛched from bliſtering , which is a mol excellent thing ſo to do, 
pet it is a thing not miete to be vſed vpon the fender and rawe places:

oꝛ as it were fire vnto fire, like vnto him which did ſet his houſe on fire, 
and to quench it againe, did taſt vpon it two oꝛ thꝛe barreis of gun pows- 
der. Foz which cauſe J haue here ſet downe this note oꝛ obſeruation, 
onely as a ſoꝛe warning vnto others ſoꝛ committing the like fault and

had taken at ſea: in the time of that ſute, he did ſtande at a doꝛe where 
his lodging was, bcholding a band of Dutch foldiers as they were 
marching to the wals: and as it is in towaesof war the maner of ſome 
ſoldiers in a bꝛauerp to diſcharge their peces as they paſſe by, ſo one of 
the ſoldiers that ccrtainly knew him, and the cauſe of his comming to 

the towne, maliciouſly as the marchant himſelfe confefed, hauing his 
_ peece charged with a bullet, ſuddenly ſhot at him, both his hands being 
claſped togither , and the bullet miſſing his bodie paſſed thꝛough the 
middle of both his hands, and fractured the bones, and alſo wounded - 
him thzough the vpper part of his left arme, and alſo perced and fradu⸗ 
f red that bone in many peeces : which bullet alſo did rend and teare the 
f muſcles, ſinewes, vaines, and arteries, by reaſon hereof, there followed 
0 great paines, inflafions and tumoꝛs, which continued a long time, not⸗ 
withſtanding he was pꝛeſently pꝛeſerued and dꝛeſt by the Surgeons of 
the towne of Uluſhing: but he ſaide he receined by them ſmall hope oz 
s comfozt of his recouery , notwithſtanding J know they were ertellent 
f men: Then his friends being gentlemen and marchants of London, 
were by him ginen to bnderſtand that he was ſtill from day to day 
woꝛſe and wozſe,foz which cauſe they ſent foz him to London, and pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlp vpon his arriuall, J was bzought vnto this cure, and after confe- 
rence had with a doctoz of Phyſicke foz his diet, purging and bleeding, A 
made ready foꝛthwith this cataplaſma , which appeaſed the paines and

Likewiſe J commonly vſed Emplaſtruia Diachalcitheos publiſhed 
in this boke, after J had taken away all the coꝛrupt and ſpungious 
fleſh, and mundilled the wounds, and alſo remwoned the loſe bones, then 
next J vſed my Vnguentum incarnatiuum, whereunto ſometimes I 
did mire Aluminis combuſt. in Aceto Roſ. which vnguent did not on- 
le dzte bp ſuperfluous moiſture, but did mozeouer gently cleanſe 2 

on 
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out any great mo2dication oz biting : which being perfozmed, then did 
ſhoꝛtly after deſiccate and dy vp the (aid wounds with Vuguentum 
deſiccatiuum and Emplaſtrum diachalcitheos, andthus J perfozmed 


this wozke and cured him perfectly within this citie of London, 


The cure of one maſter Andrew Fones a marchant of London, 
who being in a ſhip at the ſea was ſet vpon by the 
Vluſhingers , in which fight he was very 
dangerouſly wounded with Gun 
ſhot. Cap. 4. 


His Parchants ſhip was fet vpon by certaine Vluſhin- 
gers at ſea, and being a long time in fight with them, 
gland very ſoꝛe oppꝛeſled by the number of men, and ſhips: 
ret they did fight it out, vntil at the laſt by chance he was 
. ſhot into the vpper part of his bꝛeſt niere vnto Os fur- 

culæ, oz the channell bone, and fo paſſed thzough till if 
tame to the lower part of Os ſcapulz, oz the ſhoulder blade, where it did 
reſt till be came to London, which was a long time : foz immediately 
after his hurt, the ſhip was taken and carried into Vluſning, were he 
was in cure (as he ſaid to me and many others) a long time with two 
of the Pꝛince of Orenges Chirurgions, to his great coſt and charges, 
pet it p;ofited nothing. Then J was ſent foz, and after ſpeeches had, J 
pꝛepared my ſelfe, and fo2thwith made pꝛobation and found where the 
ſhot was ſecretly lodged : then J did without tariente, in the pzelſence 
of diners ſkilfull Chirurgions of London, make reaſonable depe and 
large inciſion, and there J did take out the ſhot, and after that there 
was great care had ot him by his friends, foz that J did giue them to vn- 
derſtand that the wound was not without danger. Then they ioined 
with me one of hir Maieſties Philitions, who directed him to take Arce- 
us Apozema, which certainly did wozke molt excellently wel, the pzofe 
thereof I neuer had (ene vntill that time, but many times ſince I haue 
vſed it, and J haue found thereof a freaſure foz the curing of wounds in 


the bꝛeſt, which compoſition J will here ſet downe foz the wazthineſle 


thereof, as it was miniſtred to him. But firft after J had taken out the 
ſhot, I pꝛeſerued the wound with this digeſtiue, the which J vſed vpon 
tents and pledgets.

Few yeres pat, there was ſent vnfo me by . Marre a 
Mgentleman attending bpd general Vorrice, whonot long 
A befoze J cured ot a wound in his hand, I ſay he ſent vnto 
Ame by his man a certaine ſoldier called Jen Searle, be⸗ 
Ning in the flower ol his age (about ſome ſix and twentie 
Apres) and of a reaſonable god conſtitution of body, who 
ugh the ioint of his right ſhoulder with a muſket bullet, 
ſo that a great part of the bones of the ſaid ioint were battered and bꝛo⸗ 
ken into many pieces, with the fozce of the bullet: Jt was ſaid, he retei⸗ 
ned this wound at the ſiege of Gꝛaue, he ſeruing then vnder the conduc- 
ting and leading of Generall Norrice, being therech&fe commander of 
the Engliſh regiment, at which time the Generall himſelfe was woun⸗ 
ded on the bꝛeſt with a pike , and eſcaped his life moſt dangerouſip, he 
was then alſo thzuſt into the month and thꝛote with a pike, ſo that two 
ofhisfozemolt teeth were fractured + bꝛoken in peces with the foꝛce of 
the pike, whom J cured in the Low Countries. (As J haue befoze ſaid)

the Phyſitions no leſſe ſhame, as by heare- lay about two yeres paſt it 
hapned to a noble pꝛouintiall named / viſſſus, who being in the kings ar⸗ 
mie againſt Kpella, was by a ſhot pearted thzongh, + foꝛſaken of the phy⸗ 
ſitions, who indged the ſubſtance of his liner to be periſhed, and vet was ** 
cured by ſome of his noble freends with medicines of no great pꝛite: 
The which rare euent, may be a notable example of the ſtrange effeds *©* 
ofnature, which oftentimes deccineth the iudgement of moſt learned 
Pbyſitions, whom J would wiſh neuer to be deſtitute of ſingular reme- ©* 
dies againſt deſperate and hainous greefes, ec, 5 
Heereby map be perceiued that famous men of all fozmer ages, vn⸗ 
tillthis day rep2one all thoſe Phyſitions and Surgeons in like ſozt, 
which at any time refuſe to helpe and ſuccoz their wounded patients, 
though the wound ſeeme deadly and dangerous: foz if he happen to die 
foꝛ want of all helpe, we may tuſtly ſaith Guido, be accounted and taken 
fo: moſt wicked and bncharitable perſons : And ſo J will here leane fo 
ſpeake any farther of this matter, foz that my onely meaning is here to 
inftruct pong p2actizers , and not otherwiſe to diſcourſe , as J haue be⸗ 
foze ſaid, J hauing a carefull foʒeſight, and being bery deſirous to do all 
the god J could vnto this poze man, and alſo loth to pꝛolong and abuſe 
the time, as that vilde Nander goeth vpon Surgeons generally , but 
thiefly of the Burgeons of London vndeſerucd, amongſt whom J know 
there are many which are wozthy to be retoꝛded in the number of moſf 
excellent famous men: whereof J could ſpeake moze largely , but that 
this place ſerueth not to declare by-matters , and therefoze to pꝛotiæde 
vato the end.

And 
here J end this bꝛiefe note oꝛ obſeruation, without farther repetition, 
onelp J ſap after the wound was deliuzred from all perils whatſoeuer, 
then the reſt of the cure was accompliſhed acco2ding to the generall 
method of other common wounds, as with mundificatiues, incarnatiues, 
and conſolidatiues, ic. vabliſhed in this boke in diuers places: thus by 
carefull handling, ar.v the benefit of nature he was cured of this dans 
gerous wound, pct he remaineth ſtill lame of that arme, and will be ſo

The cure of one Henry Rodes, one of the waiters at the Cuſtome 
houſe, he being vpon the riuer of Thames a skirmiſhing with his 


eece, and by reaſon the peece had certaine flawes in it, did 


reake into many peeces, and made a great wound vpon his 
chin, and carried away a good part of the Manduble and 
the teeth withall: moreouer, it did rend his hand 
greatly: all which I cured without 
maine or deformitie. ;

Fter J had ſearched the wound of his hand and face, then J pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued thoſe wounds with oile of Hypericon warmed, and vpou 
ſame to reſtraine the bleeding J applied this reſtricting,

And the wounds of the hand were defended from dangerous acti⸗ 


- dents, which commonly follow ſuch wounds, and will admit no cure till 


they be remoued by goed induſtrie anddiligence, which was perfozmed 
with that defenſlue, which is publiſhed in Cap. 4. pag. 10. 

Then with decent bolſtering and rowling J pzeſerued his hand foz 
the fir d:eſſing, laying it ozderly vpon a palmeſtrie of wo, well wꝛap⸗ 
ped with line towe, and then J did binde it veryeafily, ſo that bis hand 
might ſafely lie on it without ſtirring, 0z remouing any way, then 
after the wound of his lip was alſo ſtitched. J bied vnto the wound of 
the outward part, the oile of Hypericon well warmed, which J applied 
to with pledgets of fine lint dipped inthe ſame oile , and vpon the ſaide 
pledgets J laid alſo the aboue named reſtriaiue plaiſter wiſe, and often 
dꝛeſled the wound inthe inſide of his mouth, with Sirup. roſ. & mel.roſ. 
and alſo very often with this Gargariſme following,

Then at the next pꝛeſeruation 7 
oꝛdained ſteuphs of white wine and Aqua vitæ, ana. q. s. and alſo Vn- 
guentum de peto oz Nicotion, which J bſed continually with the oile of 
Hypecicon warmed, & the plaiſter of Diachalcitheos, and annointing 
the parts about with oile of Roſes , and ſo this wound of his chin was 
in a ſhoꝛt time perfectly cured : in like maner J pꝛepared at the firſt foz 
the curing of his hand alſo ſteuphs of white wine with Aqua vitz : and 
J oꝛdained likewile this digeſtiue, wherwath J continued vntill theſe 
wounds did yeeld perfect matter: in which time no accident followed 
that did any way hinder the oꝛdinarie courſe of curing.

A conuenient digeſtiue in ſuch wounds is neceſſary bicanſe of the al⸗ 
teration of the aire , and foz bzuſing and renting of the parts ſo diſſeue⸗ 
red: howbeit, digeſtines may not be vſed ouer long, fo2 then they will 
certainly to much putrifte the parts. Mozeouer, J vſed in the time of 
application of this digeſtiue, Oleum lumbricorum , & Oleum hyperi- 
conis, of each equall poꝛtions, and twiſe a day J dipped the pledgets of 
the digeſtine in thoſe fozeſaid oiles, # J annointed the part round about 
the wound with warme oile of Roſes, and a plaiſter of Diachalcitheos 
dilſolued in oile of Roſes, with vineger x the white of an egge being wel 
incozporated togither, and ſo Jcontinned with bolſtering and rowling 
till the wound was well digeſted. Then J did myndifle theſe woundes 
of his hand with this mundificatine, which maiſter Kun, one of the 
French kings Surgeons did gine vnto me, and it is ſingular god in 
ſuch wounds, as J haue many times appꝛoued.

T is many times ſen by experience frienly Reader, that of wounds 

| Twen de wars, do grow a number of ſuch intricate Fiſtulas 
of very bard curatian, and many of them are ſo inutroned with 
ſach a tough hard callous ſubſtance, with coꝛruption of the bones in 
diuers parts of the body, that they are ginen ouer and fozſaken of _

god Surgeons, as paſt all helpe oz hope of any tecouerie: and now 
here J gine you to vnderſtand that in the yere 1591, the xii. of Ja⸗ 
nuarp, there was ſent vnto me from Captaine Fleming, a certaine 
ſoldier which had a fiſtulas vicer in his thigh, with the hurt and cozrup- 
tion of the bone, being fine inches aboue the ioint of his knee on his right 
leg, but befoꝛe ſpeake any further ofthis matter,o2 ofthe maner of his 
curing, J will firſt a little diſcourſe of the oziginall beginning, and chiefe 
cauſe of the ſaide fiſtula , and of the great danger he with others eſcaped 
in the time of their voyage, You lhall here note, that after J had reaſo⸗ 
ned with this patient, he repoꝛted vnto me that the firſt beginning and 
cauſe ofthis fiſtula in his thigh, was by a wound with an arrow, made 
ofa (mal cane oz reed, hauing a flint head, very curiouſly faſtened on, and 
feathered with two long parrots feathers, oz ſome ſuch like, which the 
wilde ſauage people of Bꝛaſtle, and the countries nere thereunto ads 
toining , do offen poiſon with the iuice of an herbe, and bſeth them as 
their chefeſt weapons of defence,as J haue befoze declared, This ſoldier 
being vpon the coaſt of Bꝛaſile in a man of war, a ſhip of the weſt coun⸗ 
trey , who a long time had been ſailing vpon the ſeas, and onerdzinen 
with very fonle weather, and hauing extreme neede ol freſh water and 
vicuals, inſomuch that they were conſtrained vpon great occaſion, to 
ſend their bote aſhoze carly in the mozning , and manned their bofe 
with certaine ſhot, and other weapons of war: they being come aſhoze, 
there were certaine appointed of their company to ſtaie behinde with 
the bote to fill water, and the reſt trauelled vp into the countrey to ſ& 
what they could mete with to ſupply their wants: it was ſaid they had 
not iournied very far, but they had diſcouered a certaine number of ſa- 
uage wilde naked people, of whom at the firſt they made no reckoning 
oz account of at all, bicanſe they ſeemed to be afraid, and ſo did ſlie away, 
and now and then ſtaying,onely(as it was farther repozted) they did it 
but to allure and dzaw foꝛward on our men neerer vnto the reſt oftheir 
fo:ce and ſtrength, which lay in ambuſh foz them, who nothing ſuſ- 
pecting that they did it to betrate our men, till at the laſt (as he ſaid) 
they had eſpied the reſt of their company, which were gathered fogither 
in a troupe in a very ſhozt ſpace : then our men being ſome foztie fine 
made a ſtande: neuertheleſſe, thoſe wilde people being aboue two oz 
thz& hundzed , very fiercely with a certaine noiſe oz crie, charged our 
men with their arrowes and darfs,xc. But our men withſkod them af 
the firſt very manfully, and did hurt and kill many of them with their 
ſhot and other weapons: their number ſtill increaſed with freſh wilde 
people, ſo that thereby our men perteiuing their number to be to great 
foʒ them an longer to incounter withall, _ fight was 3 a 

| 2 ng 
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long time, at the laſt our men were conſtrained fo refire , in which re- 
trait ſome were laine, ſome hurt, and ſome taken, and could neuer be 
beard of againe: thus with much ado the reſt eſcaped and recouered 
their bote, which happily reſcued our men, by reaſon the ſaide bote had 
certaine ſmall peccs of oꝛdinante in the head of it, which often they ſhof 
off, and ſo conſtrained thoſe wilde people to retire back again, oꝛ elſe our 
men had vtterly been ouerthꝛowne, ſo they went abend their ſhip with 
their ſreſh water, and pꝛeſentip they called fo; the ſurgeon ol their ſhip 
to dꝛeſſe their hurt men, foꝛ that ſome of them that were ſoꝛe wounded 
with arrowes, and darts, were in very great paines and burning heat, 
and ſhoztly after, a maruellous inclination to vomiting , and much 
vaine and idle talke . Pozeoner, the colour of their ſkin about their 
wounds was ſomwhat ſwartich, which accident apperednot vntil the 
ſecond day after they receiued their hurts, but vpon none ſo much as 
bpon this ſoldier , which after had the fiſtula in his thigh : ſo in the end 
ſome were cured, ſome died ſhoztly after , and ſome by no meanes poſſi⸗ 
ble could be healed during all the time they were at ſea, neither could 
their wounds be bꝛought to any god digeſted matter, the reaſon as A 
gathered was, that they were touched with the ſcuruie. To p2oceed, the 
ſargeon of their ſhip, be ing as they ſaid a man of a fine ſRil.and one that 
had great experience foz the tut ing of ſuch poiſoned wounds, byreaſon 
be had trauelled diners times into thoſe countries, and did know bery 
well that their maner was to poiſon their arrowes,end therefoze he did 
at the very firſt with great care, make large and deepe inciſion, foz that 
the bzeach that was made with the arrow was but little in compaſſe, 
though derpe bnto the bone: and fo2 that cauſe after inciſion was made, 
he did pꝛeſentlp fill the wound with hot Xpyptiacum , and bpon it a 
plaiſter of fine @riackle, and ſo dzeſt him vp very o2derly as it was re⸗ 
pozfed, As fo2 the reſt that were wounded, J meane not heere to ſpeake 
any further of them at all: alſo to defend the hart and other pat ts in⸗ 
wardly from venome and poiſon, he gaue this ſoldier amongl the reſt, 
to eat acerfaine pꝛeſeruatiue, but what that was, J could not gather by 
his ſpeech. But to omit here to ſpeake farther of pꝛeſeruatiues inwards 
ly, I haue thought it very erpedient to make knowne onto the friendly 
Reader, that at what time ſoeuer pe ſhall happen vpon the like cures 
of poiſoned wounds, that pou da not foꝛget firſt to ſcarifle the edges of 
the wound, accoꝛding as it is noted in the 12, Chapter following, to the 
intent to make the wound blede the better, foꝛ that mach poiſon is eua⸗ 
tuated with the blod , and you muſt be very mindlull in all your inciſt- 
ons vnto the baines and arteries, whereby may inſue tw immoderate 


Pzofuſton of blod, Then after you haue made ſcarification , —— 0 
peetentiꝑ 
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pzeſently ſet on a ſtrong cupping glaſſe, the better fo dzawont the ve- 
nome and poiſon,and then in the ſterd of the hot &gyptiacum, which no 
doubt is very god, I thinke it likewiſe p2ofitable to make triall of this 
excellent remedie herre following, which although J haue neuer experi- 
enced my leife, no; ſawe it pzactiſed by others, vet it is commended to 
me by men of ſkill , and it ſtandeth with great reaſon, and is already 


publiſhed by /obanes Franc iſcus Rota. in his hae De tormentorum

ire all theſe togither, and put them in an earthen pot, oz veſſel well lohannes 


glaled, and let it macerate in the ſan by the ſpace of twentie daies, then 
when you will vſe of this medicine dip your pledgets, runlets oz tents 
therein, and fill the wound attoꝛdingly, and this do till the third day. 
To pꝛocide, it is furthermoꝛe tobe remembzed , that after this ſoldier 
and the reſt of his company departed from the coaſt of 1Bzaſile,and ſo foz 
England, they were a long time after vpon the ſeas, and indured mar⸗ 
uellous ſtoꝛmes and tempeſts, and much adw they had to bzing home 
their ſhip, and retouer the coaſt of England, in which time many of 
their men fell ſicke of the ſcurnie,ſo that by reaſon thereof, and the cau⸗ 
ſes afoze ſpoken,that of fower ſcoze and twelue men, they had not eight 
and twentie ſtrong and able perſons to bzing home the ſhip : But after 
this ſoldier tame a ſhoꝛe, and landed in the weſt Countrey , being ſicke 
ofthe ſcuruie, and verp ill troubled with his wounde, immediately bs 
was taken in cure, and continued ſo ſixteene wakes, in all which time 
and ſpace he was nothing the better of his wound: onely he was tured 
of the ſcurnie: of which diſeaſe oz infection, J meane b2afly to ſpeake 
in the 12. Chapter of this boke : andnow to ſay in a woꝛd foꝛ the cure, 
of this fiſtula, ve ſhall note, after he had ſhewed it vnto me, J founde 
there a very ſtraigbt and narrow oziftce , with foule, hard and callous 


lips: the humo2s that flowed were ſanious and glutinous, with coz» 


ruption of the bone of his thigh, as J haue befoꝛe declared at large, 0 
when J had thus viewed it. he deſired me to tell him plainly, if he were 
curable oꝛ not, J anſwered him againe, that J was out of all doubt ther⸗ 
of, if he would be tontent to indure ſome paines: Alas god ſir (ſaid he) 4 
do full well know , if painfull, ffrong, and foꝛcible remedies would 
haue cured me, J ſhould not now haue neded to traue your friendſhip: 
at this time, fo2 J ſuppoſe J haue indured as many hiting coꝛſine medi⸗ 


tines as had bene able to haue killed a hoꝛſe: Although ſaid J vou haue 


indured neuer ſo great paines, pet theꝝ muſt be ſtrong and 9 —

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dicines thafmulk cure pou, oꝛ elſe God knowes when pon can be made 
whole: But to anſwer ſuch obiecions: J lay , Calmetius, a ſingular 
man foꝛ his knowledge in Pbyſicke and Chirurgery, ſaith theſe woꝛds: 
„ When it ſeemeth erpedient to make inciſion in a fiſtula, and to tut away 
25 callous matter, oz otherwiſe to vſe hot irons, oz ſtrong powders and 
55 cauſficke medicines, and the patient is diſobcdient o2 vnwilling, and 
„ will not indure and abide it, then the beſt way is fo avoid the cure, and 
3» not fo make 02 meddle with it. Do at the laſt he was perſwaded , and 
very willingly was contented fo indure whatſoeuer J thought meete 
d conuenient, fo2 the ſpeedy reſfozing him againe to his fozmer health, 
exc, Then firſt of all J defended the greeued part, by applying rounde 
about his thigh that defenſtue publiſhed in the third Chapter of this 
vboke: which done, J made a tent in length and bignes of the (aid fiſku- 
la, and J annointed it ouer with Vnguentum populeon ſimp. and ſo 
rowled it in, cum puluere fue pare, as it is publiſhed in this boke. And 
vpon the ſame this plaiſter which is commended by Parace ſiu, to be ſin⸗ 
gular god foꝛ to dzaw out bullets, arrow heads, and bzoken ſplinters of 
weapons, Rr. Max. lib.j. of Colophone, and Shomakers pitch ana. 
J. iii. diſlolue them togither, and then adde thereunto of Gum. Amoni- 
acke,2.ij.

After this maner, Jdid take a quantitte of this 
make che like POWDcr', and moiſtened it with faſting ſpittle, and then Jw2onght it to 
tent, bur they the foꝛme of a paſte, and thereof q made a tent the full length and com⸗ 
frame it as a- paſſe of the fiſtula, and ſo J let it reſt till it was well hardened and d2ted, 
| — laid with and then J tonuaied it into the bottome of the fiſtula, where it wzought 
of Populcon, With ſome fozce , fo: by yy irie facultie thereof, the callous matter 
was wholpy deſtroied, and the continuall flowing of thofe humoꝛs were 
thereby ſtaied, pet the bone was not ready to come away : foꝛ that cauſe 


twiſe a werke J vſed vpon tents of the fozeſaid powder , ſive pare, 
which at the laſt it bzovght ont the ſcale of the bone, being ſome- 
what blacke and ragged. And then after by the onely application of Em- 
plaſtrum Sticticum Paracelſi, laid vpon the ozifice of the 8 —

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w2ought the reit of the cure, and ſo within a reaſonable time after, he 
was perfectly healed. But note this one accedent followed by reaſon ox 


the ertremity of the wozking of the ſaid tent made of the powder, which Nota 


I p2eciſely obſerued: fo the ſame night he fell into cramps and conuul⸗ 
ſions, ſpecially in that part afflited, which cauſed me to inet into the 
wound oile of Terebinthinæ, with a little ofthe powder of Euphorbii, 
and of Aqua vitæ q. s. Theſe were gently boiled togither, vntil the Aqua 
vitæ was conſumed: and likewiſe 3 did imbzocate and annoint his thigh 
with the oiles of Cowſlips, Lillies, and Chamamell, which did alſo 
greatly comfo2t and fo2tifie the græued part, And thus within the ſpace 
of lower and twenty howers,biscramps andconutnlfions ceaſed, Now 
as J haue ſaid, J do not here ſet downe this annotation o2 obſernation 
of vainglozie, to the intent to blaze abꝛoad the greatnes ofthe cure: but 
foꝛʒ that J would not conceale ſo fearfall a danger, t the way alſo how A 
pꝛeuented t cured it. Notwithſtandinggod reader, thele accidents haps 
pened vnto this man, contrarie to the rules of my experiente, pet J haue 
healed diners fiſtulas with y ſame medicines, : neuer ſaw the like trou⸗ 
bles to happen, though the fiſtula were in the ioints with coruption of 
the bones, and likewiſe in other parts of the body, + ſeldom failed in the 
curing of any, vnleſſe it were vpon thoſe diſo2dered perſons, who refuſed 
to endure ſome paines, and a little reſtraint of ibertie : foz whichcaufes 
J do here aduertiſe all pong p2aciſers in ſurgerie, not to infermeddle 
with any ſuch, whatſocner they be, but J ſay with Calmetius, as deſpe⸗ 
rate cures gine them ouer, and apply no hands vnto them: andalthough 
J haue here ſet downe mete and conuenient remedies fo2 the cure of 
a fiſtulas vicer generally, with god and happie ſucceſſe, neuertheles my 
meaning is not her to binde any man to this o2der of curing only, but A 
wilh al men to folow thoſe appꝛoued remedies e waies of curing,which 
to themlelues are beſt knowen, and haue found the moſt god by them:

The cure of a certaine ſoldier that was ſhot through thele 2 
fractured the great bone called O- Tibia, or Forſcilla maior, 
wound fell to Gangræn a within two daies, by reaſon 
of a woonderfull inflammation that fol- 
lowed, he hauing alſo a very full 
and plethorick body.

EF Vis ſoldier was of a hot, cholericke, and furious 
nature: bis body lo repleniſhed with euill hu⸗ 
mozs, that the parts about the Gangrzna were

and ſhozt allowance, their befe and pozke was likewiſe, by reaſen of 
the cozruption therof,of a moſt lothſome and filthy taſte and ſano2,inſo- 
much that they were conſtrained to ſtop their noſes, when they did eate 
and dꝛinke thercof ; mozeouer their bacon was reſtie, their fiſh, but⸗

J muſt confeſſe he was as willing to ſhew me any thing he cauld ptea- 
ſure me in, as J was defirousto craue it at his hands: he was like vnto 
ſome in theſe daies, which may be compared in nature and qualitie vn- 
to Timon of Athens, being men fraught full of wzath and choler, and 
are alwaies moꝛe readier with malitious and enuious harts, and-with 
curioſitie of woꝛds, to deface, quarrell and contend with vncomeiy com⸗ 
pariſons and ſcoffing ſpeches, and moſt bad behauioꝛs behinde mens 
backs, as though others were abiects and repꝛoches vnto the world, in 
reſpec ot themſelues, and their owne ſkils, when inded they ought with 
concozd and vnitie in a chꝛiſtian and bꝛotherl loue, to bend their whole 
indeuoꝛ foz the ſpcdie recouery of their patients health, and tredit of 
their bꝛethꝛen: but contrariwiſe(J ſay)argueth the lacke ofa god conſci- 
ence, hololoeuer they bzag and boalt of their owne exquilite . 


in the ArfofPbyſicke and Chirurgerie. But to leaneſuch in their mas 
lice gnawing of their owne bones, and come againe to this ſkilfull Phy- 
ſition and Chirurgion afozeſaid, who without farther detracting of 
time, counſelled me to make deepe inciſion, e then with a paire of Tenas 
cles, crowes bils, and rauens bils, to take hold of the bullet, and to bzing 
it out ſo eaſily as may be, then to ſcarific well the lips oz ſides of the 
wound, which done, ver ſhall pꝛeſentiy ſet ona ſtrong cupping glaſſe 
on a flame of fire, that v may the better euacuate and dzaw out the ve⸗ 
nemous and poiſoned blod, which lurketh deepely in the bottome ofthe 
wound, whereby his paines may be the ſoner aſſwaged. Do vnderſtan⸗ 
ding herein all his whole meaning, neuertheleſſe J did not fake enerie 
wo2d he ſpake fo2 a goſpell, till J had ſene farther triall, but followed 
him ſo far as reaſon and experience did lead me: and I told him, though 
J had neuer ſene a poiſoned wound made with gun ſhot, and ſo had not 
tured anp, vet A did reade in the wꝛitings ol famous men ot our time, 
that hardly oꝛ not at all, can a bullet of Lead reteiue any venemous oz 

poiſoned mirture, but that the flame of the fire out of the pete doth ex⸗ 
tingniſh and kill the fozce and ſtrength of any poiſoned ſhot : and alſo 
againe it is farther ſaid, that thoſe euill accidents do happen to wounds 
made with gun ſhot, partly by reaſon of the eoruption of the aire, efpe- 
tial in hot and moiſt regions, foz there the aire is moſt apt to in⸗ 
creaſe pul : and it is farther ſaid, that ſoutherly windes do ins 
creaſe putrifaction , inſomuch that Butchers do refyle to kill fleſh but 
to one day during the time:mozeoner,ſuch accidents do happen by rea⸗ 
ſon of rotten and ſtinking miſts, riſing ont of marich grounds, being 
neere ſea toaſts, e alſo from dead carkaſes, cozrupt leiffals x difches,and 
where are multitude of people: eſpecially in camps and great armiesof 
men, many lothſome and ſtinking benemous vapoꝛs are ingendzed , all 
which coꝛrupt aires being received into their bodies that are wounded 
with gun ſhot, and fo meeting with bodies that be of an ill diſpoſition 
called Cacochimia, often times do ſo bꝛede benemous and poiſoned 
wounds, To this effec and ſuch like wozds, as my memoꝛꝝ ſerued me 
I ſpake vnto him: Bat he anſwered me againe, you ſpeake J perte ius 
herein as pour bokes lead vou, but 3 tell you as experiente hath often 
taught me, and it is no new o2 ſtrange opinion. Then J conſidered they 
were very learned men that held both opinions, with long large dil⸗ 
courſes, as alſo ſund:y obiections of the one ſide and of the other: and 
ith the contronerſie is amongſt ſuch great learned men, J will leaue it 
beere to their wife conſiderations. | 
Onelp freindly Reader J muſt crane pardon fo? a litle digreſſion, but 
A wil be ſhozt x ſo come againe ko thy purpoſed matter. as I —

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will not bare meddle with the Eate x condition of this controuerſie as a 
controller of learned men. leſt J ſhuld greatly wꝛong them, e bnawares 
defraud you of the truth: But this J mult tell you, pin (@king after the 
, experience 2 pofe of this matter accozding to that gift which by Gods 
godnes J attained vnto, J haue herein conficmed my lelfe:fo2 not long 
ſince J being ſent foꝛ to Poztſmouth vnto the right honozable the Earle 
of Buſſer, about the cure of maſter Aas, Lieutenant of the towne:who 
by miſfoꝛtune receiues a great wound in his head. In the time of mp 
abode there, J deſired the maſter Gunner of the towne, that he would 
ſhcw me that fauoar , as to let me ſe an arrow ſhot out of a Puſquet: 
foz I thought J could no way ſo wel come to the true knowledge of my 
deſire , but by ſuch martiall men, as were expert and well pꝛadiſed in 
ſuch fiery engins ſo very courteoully be granted my requeſt, and Jaſked 
bis opinion, if it were poſſible by bis art and ſkill fo poiſon a bullet of 
Lead:Ye anſwered that be did know thata bullet of Lead wight be poi- 
ſoned, moꝛeouer he ſaid it is againſt the law of arms to ſhot a poiſoned 
hot: againe, it is pꝛeſent death if ſuch hot be taken oz about any 
 enimy. And J baue ſince heard it confirmed by diuers Captaines and 
old ſaldiers, who alſo haue (aid vnto me, that they did know them that 
were executed fo2 the lame. Now Icon to the charging of his pate. 
which J did ſer þinſelfe do, and he deliuered it to one of the ſoldjers of 
the towne, who pzolently did take his reſt, and diſcharged the ſaid peecs 
againſt a gate, being diſtant from the place where he ſtod, about two 
bundzed oz eight ſcoze pates, and the arrow did ſtick verydepe in the 
polk of the gate, where by fozce it was taken out , but we found not ſa 
much as one feather of the arrow touched with the flame oz fire out of 
the pece. And although ſo manilfeſt a truth needeth no witnes, vet bi 
cauſe there was at that pꝛeſent time in the towne with the Carle of 
Safer a learned Phyũtion called . 779 of Mincheſter, which can 
witnes with me that J ſpeak the truth herrin 


| , who ſaw the arrow that 
was ſhot out of the piece , and Jhane ſane the like done in a Caliuer 


with our common ſheafe arrowes. All this (me thinke) as J haue ſaid, 
pꝛoueththat much leſſe doth the re burne out the impzeſlion of a poilo- 
ned bullet if it be not able to burne the feathers of the arrow ; fo2 being 
charged, as J haue ſen it, to my iudgement the arrow is gone out of the 
pace afoze the flame of fire doth apptere in ſight, oʒ the repozt of the piece 
can be heard: And if it were ſo that the lameof fire ſhould burne the fea⸗ 
thers, I ſ& no reaſon why the arrow Gould be feathered at all: but 
ſuppoſe cuery man cannot ſhot off an arrow and ſane the feathers, vet 
A am perſwaded, he that hath learned fo poiſon a ſhot, hath alſo learned 


lo to that it otf that it ſhall wozke themilchicle he purpaſeth. 1 
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' fo; that J woulde be loth to make a long and tedious diſcourſe of that, 
wherin J haue had ſo (mall erpericnce : J will therſoze pzoc&d vnto the 
o2der of the cure, that was this: did pzeſently as I was directed, make 
reaſonable large 4 dep inciſion, which don, J did take out the bullet that 
lay ſomwhat dep, but by the way,it was (me thought) ſtrange to ſee the 
bullet flat and ragged of the one ſive, as if it had been battered againſt a 
rough wall, and very round one the other ſide: and alſo manifeſtly ſene 
certaine tabs in many places, as if it had ben the pꝛicking of a dagger, 
neither carted it the colo of other bullets ; foz it ſeemed as though the 
powder of ruſtie iron, greene Copperas, oꝛ ſome glaCie toloꝛ had beene 
ſpꝛinckled oz ſtained in the Lead: Then it was put into the fire,qbeing 
melted, theſe coloꝛs baniſhed away, but what maner of poiſon it ſhould 
be, that I could not learn. After the bullet was taken out, and the edges 
of the wound ſcarified, J did ſet on a large cupping glaſſe, ſuch as com⸗ 
pꝛehended all the wound, and did mightily dzaw a god quantity ot blod: 
then J would willingly baue bſed a bꝛigbt cauterizing iron, bitauſe if 
was in a place it might be ſafely done without danger to the patient, foz 
that the nature of fire, is to tame the malice and fury of venome and 
poiſon, all this he confeſſed may well be bſed, and it is allowed of many 
ertellent men: But (laid 3) J haue found ont by diligence a moze ſafe 
and familiar remedie, which doth alſo make an eſchar, but not like an 
aauall cauterie with ſo much paine, and mo2eoner it doth ſtaythe ve⸗ 
nome from creeping vpwards, neither will it ſuffer the poiſoned vapozs 
to ſpzead ab2cad, o2 enter into the noble oʒ bnnoble parts, as to the hart 
bythe arterics, 02 into the liner by the vaines, oz into the bzaine by the 
ſinewes, and ſo conſequently into all the reſt of the parts and members 
of the bodie : then ſtill hedily J followed bis direction; andthought my 
telle happy of ſuch a conductoz 02 leader, ſo J applied this bis fozeſaip 
remedy, which truly wzought 'marueilousrangely and to greateffed, 
and J filled the wound with pledgets dipped in the ſame very hot: and 
this is the compoſition and receit thereof now following,

And thus freendly Reader vt ſhall vnderſfand, J wzite not this ob- 
ſeruation in mine owne pꝛaiſe, but chiefly ( as may appere) fo; the god 
of my countrimen and countreꝝ wherein J was bozne and bzed, ſo that 
they which will be carefull and diligent in ſpending of their time in la⸗ 
boz and ſtudie, not onely in reading of god authozs, but alſo to endeuoz

After Jtoke a round blunt filuer pꝛobe , and gently put it into the

Other talke J had as touching 
the ill Ggnes of his vomiting , the greatnes of his wound, with the 
fracture of his ſkull and thigh , whereof J will ſpeake moze largely in 
diſcourſe of his curing. And foz that J would be very wary andcircum- 
ſpec, J cauſed them to hang all his chamber with Carpets and Couer⸗ 
lids,and made it very darke, without light oꝛ aire but onely by a candle, 
bicauſe in this caſe, the aire is very hurtfull, Which done, at the ſecond 
pꝛeſeruation, after J had bnrowled his head, and taken out of the 
wound, all things that were adminiſtred fo2 the reſtraining of the flure 
of blod. And fo2 that a vent was to be made with all expedition, foz the 
matter and congealed blod to come fo:th, therefoze J cauſed a ſtrong 
man ſtedfaſtly to hold and ſtay his bead with bis hands, and hauing ſtop- 
ped his cares with woll, J then did ſet on the Trepan. and ſo o2deriy 
pearſed the (ſkull thzongh in two places: then with an inſtrument called 
a Leuatoꝛ, J raiſed vp the depꝛeſſed bone: which being done, immedi⸗ 
ately his ſpeech amended. And there was found vpon Dura mater, a god 
quantitie of tongealed blod, which was remoued with fomentationsof 
wine, Aqua vitæ, and other remedies, as hereafter ſhall be declared. At 
is further to be noted, that there did manife ſtly apper vpon Dura mater 
a certaine blacknes ; foꝛ which cauſe J did put between the Dura mater 
and the ſkull, a prete of fine Lawne, in the ſtead of Sindan that Vigocome 
mendeth, dipped in Mel roſarum, and Aqua vitz ana. q.s. And with 
lint wet in the ſame J filled vp the wound: and at other times J vſed

And as touching the ſcaling of thefracus 
red bones, it was ſafely done in a reaſonable time and ſpace, partly with 
the vſe of Oleum roſarum & Aqua vitz, and partly with Aqua vitz & 
Vitriol. albi ana.q.s. But when J applied the Aqua vitæ and Vitriol. A 
did firlt defend the fleſhie parts with day lint, ec. which otherwiſe would 
haus cauſed very great paines and griefe: neither is it miete that ſuch 
great wounds ſhould be diſquieted with any ſharpe oꝛ biting meditines. 
which often do greatly Hinder the perfectton and courſeof the cure : fo 
that caule it is thought moſt p2ofitable to vie chiefly Puluis cephalicus, 
as a very apt and conuenient remedie, foꝛ ſcaling of bones of the head.

A tauſed two ſtrong men to appꝛehend and take hold of each towell, and

Manp excellent men do alſo vie to wet the ſaid cloth in Albuminis 
ouorum, & Olei roſarum, ana.q.s. being firſt well beaten togither:and 
after being reaſonably compꝛeſſed out againe, do apply it to the part af- 
flited, and J my ſelſe haue appꝛoued it moſt certaine true. But J did 
ble the aboue rehearſed remedies, with god ſucteſſe as J haue declared, 
and therwith compaſſed the member th2e& o2 fower times, then with 
decent rowlers made of ſoft linnen cloth, which alſo were wet in water 

and viniger called Poſca, J did begin my ligature oz rowling directly 

bpon the fracture, and ſo rowled it vpwards, twiſe oz thꝛiſe togither, 
and after rowled it downwards: and in like inaner aſcending vpwards 
againe aboue the fragure. Thus after the ſame oꝛder as befoze, J did 
again rowle it with another rowler of the ſame bzedth and length, that 
is to ſay , two yardslongand fower fingers bꝛoad, then actoꝛding buta

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muſt neither be to ffraight,neither yet to loſe:fo; by oner lofe binding 
the bones they may be moaned, by to ſtraight e ouer hard girding doth 
hinder the diſtribution of nouriſhment into the part, ę ſo letteth the in- 
gend2ing oz bzeeding ol the ſodzing humoz, wher with the bones are bni- 
ted t knit, which is ſaid to be made of god nouriſhmet inclining to grof- 
nes, Now to come vnto the maner & oꝛder of the placing ofthe ſplints; 
wbich were 92derly ſet and placed vpon the ſaid rowlers, which ſplints 
were made of light willow wood, being very plaine and ſmoth , and 
blunt and round at both the ends, well wzapped about, and alſo bol- 
ſtered with towe, which J placed then, as J ſaid, the bzedth of a finger 
betwenec euery ſplint, and ſomtumes farther off oz nterer, as the canſe 
required: then with god ſtrong tape J did very gently binde them well 
togither: which being done, J laid oz placed the member as ſemely any 
decently as poſſibly might be, in a double linnen towel rouled vp at both 
ends, with a god quantitie oflong ruſhes, ſuch as our Chandlers vſe to 
put into their watching candles: and J did make thereof as it were a 
bed to lay oꝛ place the fractured member in, ſo that he could by no means 
any way mone his fractured leg: but ſafely and quiefly he reſted, as 
though it had been laid into that famous inſtrument called Gloſſoco- 
minum. Che true o2der and right vſe therof,was firſt ſhowen and made 
plaine bnto me, and diners other Chirurgions, by maſter Doctoz Fofer, 
a moſt learned gentleman, Reader of the Chirurgery lecture in the 
Pbyſitions college in London. To pꝛoctede, after A had ſafely laid in his 
leg as afozeſaid, then he reſted reaſonably quiet fo2 the ſpace of four 
tcene dates, and then ſuddenly without any reaſonable canſe knowne, 
there did begin to riſe a very painful ifch,and withal an inflammation: 
then J followed the direction of #7echer,and fomented the member with 
warme water, to this end and purpoſe, that the humozs which were 
compact and incloſed, might the moꝛe eaſily enapozate and bꝛeath out: 
which done, Jannotnfed the member round about with Vnguentum 
populeon compoſitum , & Vnguentum album camphoratum, ana. 
q. s. Then J vſed alſo this plaiſter,

Now it remaineth that here in this 
g Chapter alſo J make a bzefe reherſalofacertaine 
S maſter of a Hop, which a few ye&res paſt, ſat- 
ling on the ſeas , was chaſed by a Pirot oz ſea ro⸗ 
ner, whobeing in a ſhip of war, ſhot at him with a great baſſe oz har- 
quebuſſe of crock , and did hit oz ſtrike the ſaid maſter of the Hop, with 
an iron bullet thzough both the ſmals of his legs, and fractured all the 
bones aſunder , and alſo did rend and feare the muſcles, tendons, 
nerues, vaines and arteries, and ſo made twonotable great wounds in 
both bis legs. By reaſon he&rof,and alſo of his being long bndzeft, there 
followed after diners euill ſymtomes, as a feuer, troubleſome ſhiue⸗ 
rings, vehement paines, inflammations, fumozs,andlikewiſe ſtrange 
flures of blod, which pꝛoceeded by reaſon ofthe magnitude, and greaf- 
nes of the wound: but mozconer, that which was moze pzeiudiciall 
and tloied vs very greatly, was a Gangrzna. Now here you ſhall 
vnderſtand, J was ſent foz vnto this great and dangerous cure, and 
alſo maſter Crowe, and maſter 7/004, Chirurgeons of London, being men 
of long experience: thereaſon was, foꝛ that this wozke was greater than 
it had beene poſſible foz one man to perfo2me: and then the patient being 
abw2d his Hop ſome ten oz twelne miles from London nere vnto the 
great bꝛeach, and could not come vp by reaſon the wind and tide was 
againſt him, then at the requeſt of his friends we all thzx& went downe 
the riner to him. And when we came aboꝛd his Hop, we found him lys 
ing vpõ the hatchets ner vnto the helme where he receiued his wounds, 
then pꝛeſently we laid open all the greued parts, and finding the wozke 
ſo great, that hardly could any of our helpes haue bene miſt, therefoze 
lirſt of al we made ready to dzes him W as we had about — 
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and as the time and place would ſerue: which don, we did with as much 
lenity and eaſe as poſſible we could, take away mach ſtinking coagulat 
and clottered blod : then we remouedcertaine of the loſe ſhiuers and 
pertes of fractured bones, that done, we made a ftraight and eaſie exten⸗ 
tion as it was poſſible fo2 vs to do it, fo2 ſeare of weſting oꝛ ſhaking of 
the fractured members, holding our hands very ſtedfall ly aboue and be⸗ 
lowe the kradures leaſt the bones ſhould haue been remwoucd out of their 
places:ſo we dꝛeſt them attoꝛding to art, after rowled them vp, lcauing 
cduenient places foꝛ vs to dꝛeſſe the wounds at, and a miete way foz na⸗ 
ture to vnburthen hir lelle ol coꝛruptions: which don, we applied there⸗ 
on our ſplints and other neteſſary ſuppoꝛtings, as it is declared in the 
lat Chapter going befoze, after we laid both his legs from the fete bn- 
tothe groin as ſtraight as poſſibly might be, 4 after bound them vp with 
tonuenient ligatures, then he was laid in a bote and bzonght vp with 
vs to London, and placed in a very god lodging, where we dꝛeſt him 
again moꝛe oꝛderly with fomentations,and other conuenient remedies, 
accoꝛding to the old beaten way and doctrine of Vg, andother ancient 
fathers,whoſe anthozities confirmed our experience in this cure. Laſt of 
all I muſt nerds ſay, truly, it was a long time after oꝛ euer the bones of

©.) receiucd a wound thꝛougb his body, whichentred 
in vnder Mucronata Cartilago, but by the won- 


SF derfull wozke of God the (wozd eſcaped the * 
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the komacke, and the inteſtines oꝛ guts: fo2 there were no manifeſt 
ſignes of any of thoſe parts to be offended and hurt, neither any euill 
accidents happened, during all the time of this cure, but onely the grud⸗ 
ging ok a feuer, which followeth ſuch wounds, as the ſhadow doth the 
body: and that was ſhoꝛtly pꝛeuented by bleeding, and loſing ol the belly 
with ſoluble cliſters. P2eſently vpon his hurt receiued, J was called 
vnto this cure, and likewiſe one maſter Doctor tos: bat to ſpeaks 
the truth, after J did behold the maner of his hurt, and ſeeing the wea⸗ 
pon fo imbꝛued withblod, J did in my mind greatly lament his miſ⸗ 
hap, and tolde thoſe that were in pꝛeſence, that J doubted much there 
was no hope of cure in him, but that death would very ſho:tly follow, 
and ſo J was vnwilling to dzelle him, ſuppoſing he would die vnder my 
band. Then the wounded patient deſired me (as Jloued a man) that J 
would dꝛeſſe him, and take him in cure: fo2 (ſaid he) my hart is god, al- 
though my wound be great. Then J called to my remembzance the lear- 
ned counſeli-of Ce//, who willeth vs in no wile to meddle with him 
that cannot be pꝛeſerued, no2todeale with him that is laine alreadie : 
vet tocounteruaile this, I read in other god authozs, that we ought in 
conſcience fo attempt all that may poſſible be done, either by art oz rea⸗ 
ſonfo2 the ſafetie of the patient: butfirft warily to fozetell what dans 
ger the patient is in, befoze pe ſhall either make oz medvle with him, 
that you may defend your ſelues from the flander ofeuill ſpeakers, Foz 
ſaptheſe excellent men, many by a wonderfull and miraculous maner 
do eſcapedcath and are cured. @herefoze as J haue ſaid in the Chapters 
going befoꝛe, ic we ſhall leane the wounded man deſtitute of all aide and 
helpe, and ſo he die, we ſhall wo:thily be talled and eſtemcd wicked, 

and without all charitie and humanitie. But (friendly reader) often 
times it ſofalleth out, that many woꝛthy and ſkilfall Artiſts, are moſt 
fearfull, and very vawilling fo enterp2iſe and attempt any ſuch great 

and dangerous cares, partly by reaſon of the flanders ot backbiters, and 
others of the line rude ſoꝛt of enill ſpeakers: fo2 if it ſofall ont at any 
time, that ſome one difazdered oz vnfo2tunate patient die, oꝛ chaunce ta 
eſcape bncured, byreaſon of the greatnes of the griefe o2 diſeaſe, then a 
man ſhall be condemned without mercie, notwithſtanding all honeE 
endeuours truly perfo2zmed; neuer once conſidering that we cannot en- 
ter into Gods dtnine pꝛouidence, to fozetell, know, and vnderſtand, whe- 

ther it be his god will and pleaſure, to grant health and recouerie vnto 

the ſicke oz wounded patient oꝛ not. Yowbeit this J know aſſaredly,a 
man ſhall get moꝛe diſcredit and infamous repoꝛts by ſuch bad patients, 
than ener they got credit by all the famous cures they haue done allthe 
daies of their lines, But J ſuppoſe there is no Surgeon 2 dk 
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Chꝛiſtian, will willingly and of ſet purpoſe, as ſome haue (aid, do that 
which redoundeth to his patients hurt and ouerthzow, which cannot be 
but to his owne ſhame and vtter bndotng in this wozld, beſides the high 
diſpleaſure of almightie God in the wozld to tome. J hope and am fully 
perſwaded, it will be to hard foz any of thoſe ſlanderers to ſearch out, 
wozſe to find any ſuch foul x odions abuſes to raign 4 beamongſt vs. But 
to returne, I ſay, after much intreating, J enterp2iſed this cure as fol⸗ 
loweth : J did ſirſt take two ſhoꝛt tents artificially made, the one foz 
the foze part of his bꝛeaſt, and the otber fo; behinde his backe: vpon the 
which tents J applied Glen his powder, mixed with hares haires, and 
the whites of egs, and ſo put them into the wound: and vpon the ſaid 
tents outwardly certaine pledgets, being alſo ſpꝛed with the fozeſaide 
reſtridiue.

J Ot long ſince , a cerfaine Clothier, with two of his neighbozs 
and freends,carly in the mozning,betwene fower and fine of the 
clocke, did take their iouzney from London, towards the coun⸗ 
trey where they did dwell ; they had not * 
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tbey were ſet byon by tberues and robbers, who wounded this man ve- 
ry dangeroufly, as is befoze declared, and there he was taken, but his 


neighboꝛs being better ho2ſed, and alſo tcowardly minded, foꝛ very feare 
they ran away, and ſo caried their owne and his monep with them, be⸗ 
ing about ſome fower hundzed pounds. Do pzeſently be returned to 
London, vnto whom with all expedition J was bzought , fo2 that be 
bled abundantly, Now without farther circumſtances, at my firſt 
comming, J did take ont all the blod , which was congealed in the 
wound: that being done, J did pꝛepare a ſhar pe and ſquare pointed ne 
dle, with a ſtrong even and (meth ſilke thzed, well wared, there with J 
did take fiuc ſtitches, one god inch diſtant betwene every ſtiteh, and 1 
began my ſirſt ſtitch, in the very midſt ok the wound , foz that J did not 
thinke it god to make the ſtitches to thick, bicauſe they do oftentimes 
ſtir vp accidents,as paine, and inflam n, gc. Neither was it ft, that 
the ffitches ſhould be ſet to thin, foz then they would not ſafficently 
hold the ſides of the wound fogither. Do when J had o2derly per- - 
foʒmed the ſtitching of the wound, and leauing a decent placs foz the 
wound to purge at, then applied thereunto, Oleum hyperici cum 
gummo, and J ſtaied the bleeding with Galen his powder: after that J 
placed aboue the wound, a very god defenſatine fo repell and keepe back 
euill accidents, then with god bolſtering and rowling, J finiſhed this 
firſt pꝛeſeruation 02 dzeſſing. Immediately after , it was demanded of 
me, what time J would bndertake to cure him: fo2 ſaid they, he is a 
man of great trade, and doth daily keepe many poꝛe people at wozke, 
and (o could by no meanes be long abſent from them, ec. And againe, 
they would farther know , if J would warrant fo cure him without a 
maine, oꝛ any imperfection vnto his trauelling: To theſe their vnreaſo⸗ 
nable demands, J anſwered bꝛeflp, J would make no warrant at all, 
neither could J ſet any cerfaine day oz time when be Gould be made 
whole: but J fold them, J would doe as much as Artcould permit 
me, to the vttermoſt of my knowledge and ſkill. And as touching the 
wound it ſelfe, J iudged it very dangerous, partly by reaſon the 
wound was aboue the kner, and there the muſckles being ſo ſtrange⸗ 
ly cut at the very heads of them, and therefoze in great danger to be 
depꝛiued of the action and bſe of that member: fo2 that the muſcles 
were the inſtruments of voluntary moaning, And the danger was the 
greater, bicauſe the ligaments which binde the ioints, were likewiſe 
feparated and tut, whereby inſueth greeuous accidents, very hurtful and 
dangerous, which euils oftentimes foꝛeſhew peril of death. All which to 
them was ſmall pleaſure to heare, and therefoze they ſaid vnto me, that 
ther would further conſider of my ſavings, and ſo J departed ; yet expec- 
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ting my comming againe to the ſecond dzeſſing : but J was pꝛeuented, 
fo2 in the meane time they had conference with diuers Chirurgeons, 
whercof ſome were of mine opinion, and ſome were not. At the 
laſt there was bzoaght vnto them, a man which by his owne repozt had 
bene a great traueller, and by his diligence in trauelling had attained 
vnto much learning and ſkill in Phyſicke and Chirurgery, neuertheles 
in all the time of his trauclling, he had neuer learned to ſpeake well. J 
truſt no honeſt Artiſt will here take occaſion to miſline my ſayings , as 
certaine Caualiers did not long ago, being in their ruffe and iolitie, 
molt vntruly miſconſtering my lapings, which J bad noted in the 
margent of the 29. Chapter of this boke, giuing raſhlp out, that A 
ould there publiſh all Surgeons that went to the ſea were cage birds, 
but who ſo pleaſeth to peruſe the ſame, ſhall trulp finde that J ſpake one⸗ 
ly againſt abuſers and not other wiſe, but bel:ke ſome falling into dotage 
and ſo hauing a guiltie conſciente very odly ſwallowed a hake which 
was not laid foz them. And J laid againe if it be not better loked 
vnto by authozity, many a bzaue Captaine, Soldier, and Parts Note- 
ner will periſh, as Poꝛtugall voiage, and other places of ſeruite of late, 

can be a true witnes heer ein. I ſpeake not as pet againſt any god and 
honeſt Artiſt, whether he be traueller oz not traueller, foz J do greatly 
commend and accept of thoſe trauellers, which by their trauelling doe 
manifeſt and ſhew themlelucs p2ofitable members in their countrey 

and common wealth, wherein they do liue and make their abode. Now 

as touching god and honeſt travellers , here foz example ſake J will 
make plaine vnto vou: I read that Hpocrates himſelfe being the p:ince ce 

of Pbyſifions 4 Chirurgions, and a ſingular learned man, and bzought cc 

bp in the ſcholes of Athens, yet at the age of eighteene yeres he departed cc 
from his ſtudy, and ſo gaue himſelfe vnto travelling thzough diuers cc 
countries and kingdomes, ſearching what they did know of the nature cc 
and pꝛoperties of hearbs, and of plants: and what experience he had gas c 
thered and ſcene of them, that he did wzite downe and commit tome- cc 
mozy. It is repozted, that twelue yeercs he did thus trauell, after which cc 
time he returned, and did come vnto the Temple of Diana in Epheſus, 
where he tranſlated all the Tables of medicines that were there beſoze . 
pꝛeſcribed many pieres, and put in god oꝛder that which was confuled, «cc 
and added many things, which he had found out by experience , as in 
thoſe Hiſtoꝛies doth moze largely appeere. Now after his god example cc - 
and maner of trauelling, oz by any other honeſt and lawfull means, 1 

do not miſlike but commend it greatly, crauing now pardon foz my 

long digreſſion, J will here pzeſently ſpeake of the fozeſaid magnificent 
Chirurgeon, vnto whom it was fl who did firlt pzeſerne and 
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dꝛelle the patient, with the maner and oꝛder of my pzoecedings in dꝛel⸗ 
ſing, and mine opinion as conterning the danger ol his wound. Now in 
the fozefront of his talke , he pꝛoudly ſaid whatſoeuer J had ſpoken he 
eſteemed it little, if the hurt were no wozſe than he could conceive and 
gather by their talke and infoꝛmat ion, he would warrant to cure him ſo 
that the marrow of the bone were not touched with the weapon: all 
theſe woꝛds were plealing vnto them, very thankfully receiued. But 
Ln to come to the ſubſtance of this cure, map it pleaſe thee friendly Reaver 
Neuer truſt a hire to commit to thy memozy , that in my abſence befoze J did come 
warranter, Onto the ſecond dzefſing of this wounded man, he did in ſcoznfull ma⸗ 
nor a boſting ner as it was ſaid, take off all my medicines from the wound, andlike- 
bragger, wiſe did moſt foliſhly cut open all the ſtitches, condemning me without 
—— , mercy, laying vnto them all, J was in a wzong bore as concerning this 
lying quac- cure, colozing his abſurdities vpon Mariamus : fo the man would many 
luer, times be bꝛeathleſſe with alleging of a number of authozs to maintaine 
bis impoſſibilities, whoalſo would haue wounds lie open without ſcit⸗ 
ching. J anſwere, that all god Authozs command to ſtitch wounds of 
neceſſity, otherwiſe it would cauſe a great defozmitie. But if the god 
man had meant ſmall wounds in the face, ic. o2 bzuſed wounds, where 
the ſtitches will rot out, o2 in benemous bifings , oz where the wound 
that is ſtitched tendeth fo impoſtumation, there to cut open the ſtitches 
A bold it pꝛoſitable, but ſhoztly after he repented, when it was to late, 

and would haue ercuſed himſelfe with noddies had J wiſt. 
Do they laid, he pꝛociꝛded about his buſines and did powze into the 
wound his oile oz balme, and nert applied his plaiſter, and ſo did bolſter 
and rowle it vp after his owne faſhion and god liking. Which being 
thus finiſhed, he gane him in the mozning to dꝛink his moſt rare Quin- 
tellente, as he called it. Chen after he had thus finiſhed his dꝛelling, J 
was ſent fo2 vnto the patient, and fozth with they did manifeſt vnto me, 
that A ſhould not nede to pꝛepare any thing to dꝛeſſe the patient, foz that 
— was don already by one which had warranted to ture him, e that with⸗ 
out any maine and inſhozt time, and whoſe knowledge and ſkill excte⸗ 
dedours far: foz that by bis great learning, e long tranell he had atfai- 
ned to ſuch rare and ſingular remedies , as no other man in this part of 
the wozld had the like foz their great and wonderfull vertues. So by 
means of his folilh perſwalion they diſcharged me: ſaying, ſith neither 
- you, noz other Surgeons moze could warrant to cure the patient 
wounded, we thanke vou foz your pains, and ſo we will trouble vou no 
further.

Thus by this maner and ozder of curing, with connentent diet, pur⸗ 
ging and bleeding, in a reaſonable time his extreme raging paines were 
greatly appeaſed, and the inflammation ceaſed:aſter that the wound did 
tend towards digeſtion, and the patient againe well comfozted. Then 
bicauſe the wound was very large and wide one from another, 1 
did make and frame a certaine plaiſter foz dzy ſtitches, which greatly 
pleaſured vs in bzinging the bozders and ſides of the wound togither, 
which plailker is publiſhed in this boke. Alſo the accidents being rema- 
ned, Jleft ofthe vie of the Cataplaſma, and in the plate thereof applied 
Emplaſtrum Diachalcitheos, diſſolued in Oleo roſarum & Oleo mit- 
tillorum, gc. And ſomtimes in like maner J vſed foz a deſenſatiue Albu- 
minum ouorum & Aluminis rochæ, made in very fine powder, and ſo 
well laboured togither ana.q.s. and J applied it about the member, and

To conclude, pte ſhall here obſerue, that if at anytime pou haue not of 
my reſtrictiue power in a readines, vou may the vie either /7goe- oꝛder, 
to cauferizc the place , with a bꝛight cauterizingiron, oz elſe with M. 
Gales powder, which is a molt woꝛthy inuention, and better pleaſeth 

the patients, than the hot glowing irons, which are very offenſiue vn⸗ 
to the eie. But pet the powder w2ought with ertreme paine, and 
made a very great eſchar, and by that meanes, the bone hath been after⸗ 
wards new cut againe, and ſo did make a very long wozke in ſome, cre 
euer they were curcd. The powder which J haue here publiſhed, is of 
my inuention, s it neuer cauſeth paine, but often bꝛingeth with it, a per- ' 
fect white digeſtine matter, which powder , J didkeepe ſecret to mine 
own pꝛiuate vſe,and J did firſt put it in pꝛactiſe in the Poſpitall of ſaint 
Bartholomewes, as it is well knowne at this dap vnto ſome of the 
Surgeons, that then ſerued with me there, who were pꝛeſent with me 
at that time, when there was taken off in one moꝛning, ſeauen legs and 
armes, where by the alliſtance and helpe ofalmightie God we ſtated all 
their fluxes of blod , without any paine vnto them, but onely in the 
comp2eſſion and cloſe rowling, and tendernefſe of the wound ercepted, 
After that time, it was giuen out, and made knowne to diuers Surge⸗ 
ons, that were very deſtrous to hane it: amongſt the reſt maſter Crowe, 
a man of great experiente, and knowledge in Chirurgerte , he was very 
earneſt with me foꝛ it, which foz diuers ſpeciall occaſions, J was the 
moꝛe willing to impart it vnto him, but not at his firſt requeſt; vntill he 
had ſcene with his owne eies, the experience and p2ofe of it. Not many 
daies after, the Paſters of the ſaid hoſpitall requeſted me, with the reit 
be the Surgeons, to go fo High-gate, ſome the oz fower miles from

within a ſhoꝛzt time after. Then J gaue him the true maner and 02- 
der of he making of the ſaid powder, Dnely this J am to let you to 
vnderſtand, that ſince my firſt collection, J haue added other ſimples, as 
Crocus martis, Which though it be here left out in this boke vpon pore

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pole, the powder will be pꝛoſtable notwithQanding. And afoze the pub⸗ 
liſhing ab2oad of the (aid reſtrictiue powder, J didgine and impart the 
ſame vnto many god Chirurgeons, which daue been thankfull foz it. 
But J muſt needes (ap againe, other ſome haue rewarded me moſt vn⸗ 
kindly, notwithſtanding, J haue knowne they haue vſed it, vnto the 
p2oftit of their patient, and ſo credit vnto themſelues: neuertbeleſſe,theſe 
could finde in their harts, be hinde my backe, to reward evill foz god: 
in ſtead of thanks, J haue bien back-bitten, and thus J reape fo2 my las 
boz chatte foz cozne, ill will and pꝛiuate grudge, foz curteſies and frends 
ſhip offered, £herefoze J wiſh all god Artiſts, conſiderately to beware, 
and take herde vnto whom they impart hereafter their ſecrets, leaſt 
they alſo enter with me into the gapof ingratitade, oz the vnſauozie 
dunghill of deſpitefull tongs,tc.

then with god bolſtring and rowling he reſted till the ſecond day, Yee

vle. Sometimes in ſteed of ſugar J do put inof clarified hony the like 
quantity, and it doth wozke wonderfull well: which done J did put in⸗ 
to the wound being warmed, the oile of Hypericon, with a pece of fine 
lawne: herewithall J adminiſtred Vnguentum de peto, oz Nicotian, 
being dipped in the ſaid oile warme, laid vpon the ſame the gum plai⸗ 
ſter with warme double ſteuphs dipped in the ſaid wound deinke, and 
wꝛong out againe, and then rowled it bp accozding to Art. Then pꝛe⸗ 
ſently in the moꝛning J gaue him to dzinke fower ounces of the ſaide 
wound dꝛink, and about the 02 fo wer of the clocke in the after none, 
gaue him fower ounces moꝛe, and about ſeuen o2 eight of the clocke at 
night, I gaue him other fower ounces, and thus J continued this courſe 
till he was cured. Likewiſe fo; a time his ozdinary dꝛinke at meals was 
ptiſanes t barly water, and he was moꝛeouer adioined to a thin : coling 
diet: and ſo by this maner and oꝛder of dꝛelling both mozning and eue⸗ 
ning. within the ſpace of one and twenty dates he was perfeulp healed, 

Alſo in Aan 15 80, there was remaining about this city of London, William 
a ſeruing man called i Mouch, who receined a wound with a Mouch cured 
\wozd into his belly, ſo that the ʒirb iNued out of the wound moze bꝛo⸗ o —_— 
der in compaſe than a great trencher, which after was alſocured as be⸗ 
fozeſaid by me and Maſter liam Crowe Chirurgion of London. 

Poꝛeouer, in Anno 1 586.there was a wench about the age offen 02 a wench 
twelue pteres, dwelling with one maſter Bracy a Parchant of London, cured of a 
which wench was alfa wounded in the belly with a knife which the ca- _— 
ried in hir hand, and without regard running oner haſtily ſhe fell vpon Pe 
the ſame knife, ſo that the ʒirb did come out of the wound moze than the 
tompaſſe of a mans hand, ſhe then being in the countrey aboutſeauen 
miles from London: vnto whom J was intreated to go, ſo A went, and 
p2eſently at my comming, J did cut off that part of thezirb that hanged 
out of the wound,andthen J tied it faſt, as befoze haue ſaid. But you 
ſhall truly heere vnderſtand, J did not vie any cautrize vnto this wench, 
neither vet vnto the ſeruingman aboue named, the reaſon was, foz that 
the patients «4 their friends alſo, tould not abide to heare the cauteri 
irons named, although J confefe(if the pains were excepted)there is no 
way comparable: notwithſtanding J found this oꝛder afozeſaid moſt᷑ 
cerfaine and ſure. Which yong maiden was after bzought to London, 
whom J likewiſe did cure in a very ſhozt time within the city of Lon- 
don, and ſhe liueth at this day, |

-- Demayvblepartriges, pullets, and birds that haunt the wods : let 
them haue ptfiſanes of barley and almond milke, and vſe potage made 
with fleſh of veale, ſimple oz pzepared with egs. .

Let him be quiet: foz quietnes is his chiefe medicine, and ſtirring

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Al is neceCarie altogither to abſtaine from the bſe of carnall copula- 
tion. And alſo to ſhun ire, contention, anger, wꝛath, and all vehement 
motions of the minde. 

After the ſeuen daies, when the patient ſermeth to be ſure and ſafe 
from inflammation,and all other euil acctidents, then let him bſe a moze 
plentifull diet, and by little and little, let him returne to his fozmer cu⸗ 
ſtome, and then vſe ſo me wine, but weake and gentle: and let him eate 
ſuch fleſh as doth engender god blod, and is a maintainer of naturall 
heat and moiſture, and the ſtrength of the bodie ; ſuch as is the fleſh of 
bens, capons, and mutton, eſpecially the mutton of weathers : and this 
diet is neceſſarie and commodious fo wounded men, bicauſe it main- 
taineth the naturall habite of the body, and doth not mone o2 flir vp 
feauers, inflammations, oꝛ flures :; And fo this kinde of diet, ſaith 7. 
galtius, do all the beſt Pbyſifions and Chirurgions agree, as Gale», Hali, 
Rhaſir, Auicen. Brunt, Lanfrancus, and Guilielmus de Saliceyto, yet Theo« 
doricus and Henricus are of a contrarie opinion: fo2 they would haue 
wine and hot diet, to begiuen and vſed. immediately vpon the wound 
recetued : fo; (ſay they)the weaknes of the faculties of the wounded per⸗ 
ſon, is by and by to be ſtrengthened and confirmcd,and that by the d2zin- 
king of wine: whoſe ſentence and iudgement is repugnant fo reaſon, 
as Galen j. lib. & Aphoriſ. iiii.ſaith: it chanceth but ſeldome in fickneſſes, 
that we ſhould ſtudie to reſtoze the ſtrength of the body moze than it 
may receiue : fo2 in ſo doing we ſhall increaſe and maintaine the ſick⸗ 
nes. Do that it appereth by Gen wozds, that we muſt not alwaies 
haſten to increaſe the ſfrength, but it is ſufficient ſomtimes to tonſerue 
and maintaine the ſame : ſo that from the firſt time that the wound is 
receiued to the ſeuenth dap, in the which time inflammations ble fo 
tome, let the vſe of dꝛinking wine be altogit her foꝛbidden, vnles thzough 
flax ofblod the ſtrength be greatly inferbled. C/ ſaith, pe may refreſh 
the patient a little with wine, but other wiſe it is an enimie to wounds. 
After the ſeuenth day, if nothing do let, vſe wine allaied with water: foz 
ik the wound remaine without accidents till then, it is commonly after⸗ 
ward in ſatetie. Therefoꝛe nothing (A ſap) heerein can be moꝛe neceſſary 
foꝛ a pong pꝛactiſer in Surgerie, than to indeuour himſelfe to knowe 
befoze what euill will follow, and to learne how to pꝛeuent it. And thus 
much J haue collected, concerning dieting of pour patients: being (as Þ 
ſaid) at the ſea in great and long voiages, oꝛ in the wars by land, where 
the learned phyſition is not alwates at hand to be had, fo2 helpe and 
tounſell herein, foꝛ which cauſes J bane here ſet downe in like ſoꝛt, a 
very ſhoꝛt and b2iefe note, fo2 the maner and oꝛder of purging of your 
patients, Ye ſhall further vnderſtand, if the patient wounded be * 
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in his bellp, and not laratiue: foʒ remedie thereof you may bſe acliffer, 
Order of gz a ſuppoſitozie, 02 elſe giue the patient Caſſia, oz Manna, oz ſome ſuch 
rurging - gentle parging medicine: but if he be of an euill habit oz complexion, 
and ſo repleniſhed with euill inice, oz if the wound be grenous and 
great, yea though his bodie were pure andcleane, yet thoſe gentle pur- 
gings will not then ſuffice, but we muſt ble ſtronger medicines : fo that 
there are two pꝛincipall obſeruations in purging of pour patients, in 
ſuch wounds the greatnes of the greefe, and the abundance of the euill 
inice. But if the wound conſift in the vpper part of the bodie, then to 
purge downward is the counſell of the learned, and if the wound be in 
the lower parts of the bodie, to ſtay the flux of humoꝛs from flowing thi- 
ther,it is ineefe and connentent fo withdꝛaw the ſame by purging oꝛ vo- 
miting, which is to be done with great diſcretion. Thus much as it were 
ina woꝛd, J baue thought it not amiſſe to note and obſerue,out of theſe 
learned authoꝛs befoze ſpoken of, which in mypꝛadiſe in curing J bane = 
followed, and it is at this day ratified and confirmed by diners learned 
Pbyſitions and Chirurgions, ec.

cagesfor fuch (Mc £5 b:>de in it diſgrace, and none lo much (A ſuppoſe) as there 
ynclean birds areſome in theſe dates, that take vpon them the honeſt titles e names 
the more is gf trauelling Surgeons, nay theſe are idle and ignoꝛant mendlaters, 
che pitie. dz wandꝛing runnagate ſurgeons, that J ſpeake of, which very boldly 
: with moſt gloꝛious facings, challenge vnto themſelues to be the onely 
maſters of Chirurgery in the woꝛld, bicauſe they haue a little tranelled: 
neuertheleſſe, a number of theſe od, arrogant, i fr inolous fellowes,are 
knowne to be men altogither ignoꝛant in the art, both in reaſon, indge⸗ 
ment, and erperience. howbeit, ſome one of them will vie moze compa» 
riſons, pꝛating and babling woꝛds, than fower wiſe men would willing⸗ 
ly anſwer : and you ſhall alſo farther know them by this note: They 
are moſt commonly vnturniſhed of all god medicines,either medicinal, 
oʒ inſtrumentall, vnleſſe it be ſome ſuch palterie tuffe, which — =_

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would ſcarce lay to a gauld hozſe back, with other furniture anſwerabls 
fo the ſame. And ſo they are no moze able to perfozme any god cure 
they take in hand, than they be able with one putfe of their winde to 
turne about a milſtone, foz their cures at their tomming home, are 
plaine demonſtrations of their beaſtly ignozance, and thus they bꝛing 
themſelues into ignominie and ſhame, and the wazthy artiſt into very 
great diſcredite. Therefoze friendly Reader, let this be a warning vn⸗ 
to ther, to take heede of theſe vncleane birds, who do daily abuſe many 
wozthy perſons, Captains, Gentlemen, Maſters of ſhips, and Par» 
chants of god account, by reaſon of the ſhameleſſe bzaggings, and boa⸗ 
ſings of their great dinine magnificent. ſkils in Phyſicke and Surs 
gery , wherewith they ſay they are adozned, and excede all others, 
bnder colour hereof, by their fraude and ſubtill meanes, they haue been 
t daily are entertained fo be pꝛincipall ſurgeons foz great ſhips of war, 
and charge of numbers of men:and haning receined afozehand, towards 
the pꝛeparation and furniſhing of their ſurgerie cheſts, of ſome twenty 
pounds, and of ſome foztie and fiftie pounds: but in concluſton,they fals 
fified their pꝛomiſes, foz ſhoztly after they had receined their money, 
they lay alofe of, lurking foz oppoztunitie, and ſo in the end ran away, 
and could not be found no2 heard of , vntill the captaines that hired 
them, had ſet ſaile and gone fozewards one their great x long voyages, 
without any ſurgeon at all. But god Reader, what hath inſued hereof: 
truly many a bzane ſoldier and mariner hath 3 , and ſometimes 
the Generall and Captaines themſelues, and ſo by this meanes, partly 
the whole voyage hath been oucrthzowne, by reaſon they had no helpe 
o2 ſuctour, either of Phyſicke oꝛ Surgerte to rel&ue 02 comfozt any of 

them. But what remedie o2 redzelle Jknownot, they are no chang⸗ 

lings,fo2 ſkill they perſeuere in their wickednes, without check oz con- 

trolment. The like bꝛode of abuſers and abuſes, J read of in ſome ſozt 

in a certain hiſtozy,which lately came vnto my hand, and it is publiſhed 

in the French tong, by a moſt famous Surgeon in France, one Gu/e- 

mem, Surgeon to the French and it is wꝛitten by him in the apo- 

logie to his laſt boke in Surgery,fol. 134. The common diſcourſe ſaith 


de, of Chirurgerp, 02 Du , atthisday is moze vaine fabulous, 
and imaginatiue, than the of the gods, the hiſtoꝛy of the giants and 
the ſtudie of the philoſophers ſtone, with a thouſand other phantaſticall 


deuiſes:there is repoꝛted ſaith he, that there is but one god @urgeon © 
in all France, which enery one fhinketh he hath : from whence is 
commonly ſaid, J haue the beſt @urgeon of the wozld, ſa that ſome ot 
them will vaunt of athonſand abfarvitics and impoſſibilitics , ſome ** 
one will ſay , by his ſperdie induſtrie and * knowledge, * — 6 
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-» will cure a man that is wounded thꝛough the head, in the turning of a 
,» hand oꝛ a moment, though the bꝛaines come out: another will — that 
2» he will heale and cure a man of his ſight, though his eie be ſtricken out 
n of his head, and fall to the earth, without any blemiſh to the ſight , oz 
71 without any danger of death: another ſaith, that be will cure a man, 
2» that is ſtriken thꝛough the hart with a caliuer ſhot, oz thꝛougb any part 
2» bf the body, ac. Manp other abſurdities he wiſely noteth of (ach nota- 
ble licrs and ſhamcleſſe bzaggers, who, (as J haue ſpoken of befoze,) 
do abuſe many notable men, with their vaine pzomiſcs andimpoſlibilt- 
ties. But what remedy J know not, foꝛ moſt commonly J ſee, the baſeſt᷑ 
ſoꝛt of Surgeons are accounted foꝛ the beſt, and the beſt, fo the baſeſt. 
To conclude, J haue here foz the bencfit ofall pong p:actiſers in Chi- 
rurgerie, collected out of /oſephu Quercitanw, and alſo out of Vigo, with 
others, certaine ſpeciall medicines and neceſſary inſtruments : where- 
vnto, I bane alſo added ſomewhat of mine owne collection, very nede⸗ 
full and neceCary foz all thoſe Chirurgions fo be furniſhed with, which 
follow the wars either by ſea oz land: vnto whom J wiſh molt happie 
and god ſucceſle, as vnto my ſelle, as knoweth God, the true witneſs

The cans 
ſes whercof, I le none fo great, as the licentious and beaſtly diſozder of 
a great number of rogues and vagabonds, the filthy life of many lewde 
and idle perſons, men and women, about the citie of London, 4c, Be 
meanes of which diſoꝛdered perſons, ſome other of better diſpoſition are 
many times infected, and many moꝛe like to be, except there be found 
ſome redꝛelle fo; the ſame : J map ſpeake boldly, bicauſe I fpeaketruly ; 
and pet J do ſneak it with greeſe or minde, that in the Boſpitall of Saint 
Bartholomew in London, there hath bene cured of this diſeaſe by me 
and th: others, within five yeercs, to the number ofone thouſand and 
moze. I ſpeake nothing of Saint Thomas Yoſpitall, and other _

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about the cific, wherein an infinite multitude are dailyeured. T he Pa⸗ 
ſters of the foꝛeſaid Yoſpitals, being moved with deuotion, and a 
thꝛiſtianlike care towards theſe wicked and finfull creatures, are daily 
info2ced to take in a number of theſe diſeaſed people, that otherwiſe 
would infect many god and honeſt perſons: ſeeking with like care to re⸗ 
ſtraine this grenous infection, and yet the number ill increaſeth, Jt 
happened very ſeldom in the Yoſpitall of Saint Bartholomewes, whi- 
left I ſtated there: amongſt enery twentie ſo diſeaſed, that were taken 
into the ſaid houſe, which was moſt commonly vpon the Ponday, ten 
of them were infected with Lues Venerea : and therefoꝛe how carefully 
it ought tobe loked vnto, let enery man iudge that hath care of his own 
health, and here J pꝛoteſt, that the very cauſe that moued me to ſet 
fo:th this boke,is not of vaine glozy, neither to incourage ſuch kinde of 
people to wallow o: continue in their beaſtlp life, thinking by this 
boke, oz any other whatſoeuer, to be able to deliucr themſelues from 
this odious ſicknes.

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meanes poſſible to pꝛeſerue theſe paze ſcely infants, which elſe had died 
moſt pitifully. To be b2eefe,crecuer thoſe childꝛen could be curcd, they 
bad infected fine ſund2y nod © honeſt nurſes; q cured one ofthe childzen, 
aud the nurſe which gaue it ſucke, the other two child2en t their nurſes 
were alſo cured by others, but one of the childꝛen liued not long alter, 
as J was giuen to vnderſtand. Allo freendly Reader, Jread of late in a 
certain hiſtoꝛp, w2ittcn by Ambroſe Pare,in his 2.bok,intreating of the 
cauſes of Lues Venetea, which hiſtozy indeed is woꝛthy the rehearſall: 
„An honeſt Citizen ſaith he, granted his moſt chaſte wife, that he ſhould 
„ nurſe thechilde which ſhe was lately deltucred of, if the would kepe a 
„ nurſe to be partaker of the trauell and paines: the nurſe that ſhe toke 
„ by chance, was infected with Lues Venerea, thcrefoze the did p2eſcntly 
„ infec the foſter childe, and he the mother, and ſhe the huſband and he 
„ two childzen which he had daily at his table 4 bed, not knowing of that 
„ poiſon which he did nouriſh in bis own body and intrals. But when the 
„ mother conſidered and pertceiued, that hir childe did not p2oſper oz pꝛoſit 
„ by the nouriſhment, but continually cried and wared waiward,dcſired 
„ me to tell hir the cauſe of that diſeaſe, neither was it any hard matter to 
„ do, koz his body was full of the (mall pocks, whelks, and venereous 
„ puſtules: and the bꝛeſts of the nurſes and mot her being loked on, were 
„ eroded with virulent vicers: and the body of the father and his two 


r ſonnes, the one about the pceres, and the other fower yercs of age, 


„ were infected with the like puſtules and ſwellings that the childe had: 
„ therfoze J ſhewed them that they were all infected with Lues Venerea, 
„whole beginnings, and as it were pꝛouocations, were ſpꝛed ab2oad by 
„ the nurſe that was hired, by hir maligne infection, J cured them all, 
„ and by the helpe of God, bꝛought them to health, except the ſucking 
„ thilde, which died in the cure: and the nurſe being called befoze the mas 
„; ieſtrates, was puniched in pꝛiſon, 2 whippedcloſely, and had been pubs 
„ likely whipped thꝛough all the ſtreets of the citie, if it had not been fog 
„ the honoz of that vnfoztunate family. Thus we ſce childꝛen infected by 
fitby nurſes, and ſomtimes nurſes be infected by giuing ſucke to ſuch 
infected childꝛen. And now to returne to my fozmer purpoſe,the diſeaſe, 
as faith Nicholas Maſa, whoſe counſell and direction in the cure of this 
diſeaſe J haue greatly obſerued. The diſeaſe bicauſe it hath a lowing 
matter, being once entred into any part of the body, pzocdethon from 
part fo part, neuer reſting vntill it bath cozrupted the liner, with the ill 
diſpoſition of this infection eſpetially. When it foucheth any ſuch part, 
as bath in it an apt diſpoſition to admit ſuch infection, as when the acti- 
on oz fo2ce of the agent is wꝛougbt and impzinted in the patient, fitly 
affected to receiue the ſame fozme , and (o it dilperſeth it 3 
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the whole bodie: likewiſe this ſicknefſe is many times bzed in the 
mouth, by eating and dꝛinking with infected perſons, and ſometimes 
onely by bzeathings : and Almanor a learned Phyſition ſetteth downe 
foz a truth, that this diſeaſe may be taken by kiſſing, and ſomtimes by ly⸗ 
ing in the bed with them, oꝛ by lying in the ſhets after them: alſo it is 
ſaid to come by ſitting on the ſame ſtole of eaſement , where ſome infe- 
ted perſon frequenteth, and ſometimes ſuch as haue bene cured of this 
diſeaſe, fall into it againe by wearing their olde in:cced apparell: all 
which cauſes of this diſcaſe J rather ſet downe , fo2 that J woulde 
therebyſadmonth as many, as ſhall read this treatiſe, to be carefull of 
themlelues in this behalfe, and to ſhun as much as map be, all ſuch octa⸗ 
ſtons. Now all theſe outward cauſes being tonſidered, it remaineth that 
J ſpeak alſo of the in ward cauſes of the nouriſhing of this diſeaſe, which 
(as Nicolas Maſſa ſaith) is the liner, whoſe il diſpoſition is as it were the 
fountaine, rote and ſpꝛing thercof: fo? ſith in the liner is made the ſepa- 
ration of all the hume2s of mans body , as by the god temperature and 
diſpoſition thereof god humoꝛs are bꝛed: euen fo by the euill diſpoſition 
thereof, coꝛrupt humoꝛs are ingendꝛed, ſo that from the liner doth pꝛo⸗ 
cede the matter of nouriſhment, and the faculties of nouriſhment to al 
the body. and it is in reſpec the maintainer of life: and therſoꝛe it is not 
to be doubted (ſaith he) bat that the coꝛruption of the liuer is the rote 
of this diſeaſe, 

And ik it be obtected, that the diſeaſe is taken by crfernall meanes 
as afo2eſaid, by kiſſing, eating and d inking, clothes infected, milkeof 
nurſes, xc, and therefoꝛe the liner is not the cauſe, and ſo the definition 
then tan not be true: Jt is anſwercd,that any outward part being once 
takeced , the diſcaſe immediately entreth into the blod, 4 ſocreepeth on 
like acanker from part to pact, vntill if commeth to the liner, where be- 
ing once entred, it coꝛrupteth the fountaine of blad, and from thence 
ſendeth fo2th the infection by the veines into euery part of the body:and 
thus this may grow at the firſt, oꝛ after the ture vſed:foꝛ if any one part 
bath bene left vnperfealy cured, it map ſone returne againe, and make 
the diſeaſe moꝛe dangerous and harder to be tured, than it was at the 
beginning.

The ſickneſſe it ſelle is of diners men dinerfly defined, but the chie« 
felt wꝛiters, Jmeane thoſe which my ſelſe read, as Nicholas Maſſa,chc, 


do define it to be an affection of the Liuer: but Ambroſe Pare noteth 


in the third chapter of his boke, De Morbo Gallico : that it hath his 
pꝛincipall ſeat and place of groſſe and ſlimie fleame infected, with the 
maligne qualitie of vencreous venome, and the oꝛiginall beginning bes 
ing taken by a certaine contagious conſequence, to crepe into the hu⸗ 
mo2s ſoner o2 lower, acco2ding to the diſpoſition of the body of euerp 
one. To returne, J ſaid the opinion cf ſome is, that the anfecevent cauſe 
is the maſſe of blod contained in the fower humo2s, which waſteth the 
ſpirits: x the effects therof(as J gather) are theſe, it toꝛrupteth the blod, 
and poiſoneth the whole humozs of the body, and bꝛerdeth in the parts 
thereof pains and aches, virulent and malignant vlters, nodes, oꝛ knob⸗ 
by hardnes, foule (cabs, tetters, and ringwo2mes both in the hands and 
feete, and callous vicerg about the pꝛiup parts: alſo that impoſtume in 
the grinde called Bubo Venereus, like wiſe a ſfinking and virulent go⸗ 
no2rhca, oz running of the reines, with great paine and difficultie in 
making their water: Poꝛeouer, venemous puſtules and (cabs vpon the 
fozehead, bzowes, face, and beard, and in other parts ot the body, as in 
the coꝛners of the lips, eſpeciallp in infants: the haires do fall from the 
head and beard, paines and aches in the head, ſhoulder blades, hips, 
thighes and ioints, which pains aflliding molt in the night, and ceaſing 
in the day time, a certaine heauines and painfull aking of the body after 
lxxpe, as though they were bꝛoken alunder, ſometimes alittle feaucr, 


an? in ſoine a lingeing conſumption oz waſting of the bodie, there fol- 


loweth alſo this contagious ſicknes, bunchey nodes, e filthy abſceſſions 
o: apoſtumes, with cozruption of the bones of the head, called Talpa, 
and vpon the armes and legs called Tophus oz Gommata, eſpeciallp in 
old ſickneſſes, hauing their beginning of grofſe and ſlumy fleame: and 
oltentunes J haue knowne theſe bones cozrupted and rotten, and the 
ficlh round about it ſound, nothing at all touched. Further if is to be nos 
ted, that the puſtules oꝛ moiſt (cabs differ in coloꝛ and diſpoſition, accoz⸗ 
ding tothe humoz, which moſt ruleth in them: foz ſometimes they aps 
pære red, puffed vp and ſwelled, and then it is ſaid blod chafly ruleth: 
ſomtimes they be red without (wetling, bauing filthy matter, and a cer 


taine dꝛineſſe about them, and then choler beareth rule in them: ſome⸗ 


times they be blew and wan, with groſſe matter, and then they pꝛoctede 
moſt of melancholy : flaally, thep are ſomtimes white, bꝛoad, aud foff, 
and then fleame hath the dominton. And thus J haue b:«fip noted what 
J bqpe read and found out by experience , concerning the beginning.

and purging , eſpecially when the ſickneiſſe is newly taken, g the nature 
of the patient ſtrong and luſty, but we daily finde, that purgings are ve⸗ 
rv ſeldome ſuffitient, if the diſeaſe haue continued any time, oz taken 
de&pe rote, oz if there be inthe patient any debilitie oz weaknes of nas 
ture, oꝛ much abundance of infected humoꝛs oʒ matter, diſperſed ouer 
the whole body, 

Do actoꝛding to my fozmer ſayings, we-bſe fo begin our cure with 
pꝛeparing and purging of the body, wherein the learned Phyſition 
ought to be counſelled with: foz J read that Hippocrares, whole iudge⸗ 
ment herein is vnrepꝛouable, (ſaith : That it is very expedient to 
purge the digeſted humoz, and in no wiſe to moue the vnconcocted 
and raw matter: thereſoꝛe that which is thicke is to bs thinned, and 
that which is clammie muſt be abſterged, and the obſtruced paſſages 
are to be opened by conuenient fy2rups and waters, ſuch like as here 
pꝛeſentlp (all be noted, and the humozs being thus ripened, are aſter⸗ 
wards to be purged by pils, potions, and other god purgations, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding bnfo the diſcretion of the learned: Other wiſe it is not mete that 
every one ſhould follow his owne aduiſe and counſell herein. Now 
p2clently J thinke god fo ſet 2owne what p2eparatines,pils, and other 
purgations may conuenicnfly be vſed in this cure, which J haue by 


long experience and diligent pzactiſy obſerued and apyzaued,tc.

planets, The ſtrength of the patient is to be cons 
ſidered by vie w of al the acttons of the body, that ts to ſay,of the Animal 
actions.ot the Ct itall actions,4 Naturall adions: Foꝛ if the patient haue 
bis feeling and m1ouing powers, which is reaſon, imagination, and me⸗ 
mozy ſound and god, then (as J read) he is ſtrong in his Animal actions, 
And like wiſe are his Uitall adions god, if his pulſe be ſtrong. and his 
reſpiration god, fre, and eaſie. The Naturall actions are tontoctions, 
diſtribution, 2 aſſimilation:farther J noted of late ont of certain learned 
wꝛiters, that the ſignes and tokens are truly taken of the vꝛine, ſweate, 
and the excrements of the bellp, all which do betoken ſtrength, if they be 
mot like to the whole and ſound perſons: and contrariwile they argue 
weakneſſe if they vary, oz be very vnlike the (ound and perfect parts. It 
is moꝛeouer conuenient to loke, that the patient that muſt bled be nei⸗ 
ther to pong no2 to old, foz child2en are not commonly let blod be⸗ 
fo:e the age of fourtene p&rcs, noz old folkes after th2eſcoze , except 
ſome great cauſc enfo2cc,and then neither age, noꝛ pet the ſigne is much 
to be regarded. Againe pee ſhall note, that it is not miete to let blood in 
this ſickneſſe at all times, e ſpetiallp thole perſons which are oppꝛeſſed 
with many cold and raw humozs, foꝛ ſo by blod letting the humozs are

But ſpeciallp note 
theſe thꝛe rules, ił the mone be in Leo, by the which the hart is gouer⸗ 
ned, it hath bene thought of many then very dangerous to be let blod at 
all: if the mone be in Gemini which doth reſpec the armes then mut 
no veine be touched on the right arme, oz on the left.

ale, noz to new, except there be ſome other ſpeciall intention and =_ 
pole ; 
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pole : the fleſh mult neither be very yong noz verx old, noꝛ fo moiſt as 
pozke oz lambe, noz to dzy, as beefe and beniſon. Theſe following are 
very god, weathers mutton, veale, lambe, and kid, being fed in dzic 
grounds,yong hares and rabbets, chickens,capons, hens, partriges ſea⸗ 
ſanfs, and birds of the wods and mountains: any of theſe may be giuen 
to the ſicke patient, either roſted 02 =— ſalt o2 ſpice, except 


ſome ſpeciall cauſe require the tontrarie. But yet you map boile in your 
bꝛoths pꝛunes, raiſons of the ſun, andcurrants, with ſpinage, parſley, 
and white beetes: and your bꝛoths mult be alſo thickened with white 
bzead,and ſeaſoned with verinice,4c. wines fleſh, ſalt meates,ge&ſe and 
ducks,and ſuch wilde foules as line in waters, are not wholſome in this 
caſe,but rather do great hurt: fiſh is not greatly to be liked of, bicauſe it 
is cold and moiſt, neither cheſe, foz it is hard of digeſtion : egs potched, 
oz put in bzoths, are very god: all rawe wateriſh and cold fruits are to 
be eſchewed, foz they ingender rawe humozs and putrifadions: and 
lwete wines in this cale, ſaith Nicholas Haſſe, are not to be vcd; fo 
they cauſe obſtructions, and alſo make great heate and boiling in the 
bodie, and old wine doth not nouriſh : but generally J haue found god 
ſmall and ſtale ale in the cure of this ſicknes beſt, And ye ſhall ſpecially 
bobſerue in this way of curing, that if the patient be weake of body, that 
then euer moꝛning befoze pe enter him into the vndtion, and ſo to ſweat 
in his bed, that you giue bnto him ſome god caudell oz aleberrie, as 
this oz the like, R. Ale, ſugar, the yelke of an egge 02 two, and the cruſt of 
White bꝛead, boile all theſe togither, and ſo dꝛinke it hot: 02 elſe in the 
ſtead of a caudell oz aleberry,you may giue them to dzinke the bzoth of a 
chicken oz mutton, oz elſe a meſſe of nelo milke ſod with ſome ſugar 2 
this doth greatly comfozt and ſtrengthen the ſicke patient, and pꝛouo⸗ 
keth ſweat the ſoner: and note that ſuch as be great eaters anddzin- 
kers, and immoderate bſers of women: and otherwiſe be diſozdered 
perſons are vnfit foz this cure, and their healths almoſt are not to be 
loked foz. But when any man ſhall enter into this diet and cure, there 
mul be cholen a fit place fo2 the patient to lie in, fre from cozrupt aires, 
ſuch (A mean) as be in moiſt mar iſh grounds, ſtinking ditches and lakes, 
lapſtals, riuers and ſpꝛings, tt. And let your chamber be cloſe, and voide 
of open aire, and well rectified with ſwerte ſauours and ſmels, And thus 
much as touching the third part of this cure, whichreſpecteth dieting of 
the patient.

with vineger and roſe water. But in the winter time, and in very colde 
weather, let there be made a god fire of coles, rather in a pan, than in a 
chimney. Now here freendly Reader, J haue thought if god vpon ſpe⸗ 
ciall occaſion, to note bnto you the great and perilous dangers which 
my ſelfe haue ſene and knowen fo follow vpon a ſudden, byreaſon of 
the venemous cloudy vapo2s of charcoles, which hath ſmothered and 
ſtrangled diuers and ſund2y perſons,being placed in cloſe chambers, be- 
fo:e the coles were firſt thzoughly burned in the open aire, oꝛ inachim- 
nep : and then after they be well burned, they may be ſafely bſed 
without all danger: and hauing a pan of coles thus pꝛepared, then be- 
foze you annoint him o2 hir whatſoeuer they be, giue them to dzinke 
ſome god caudle, which will comfozt and ſtrengthen the ſtomacke, as 
is befoꝛe ſaid, and pꝛocure ſweate the ſoner: then nert let him be an⸗ 
nointed againſt a god fire of coles, and then they muſt rub oz chafe it in 
well with their owne hands, if it be poſſible their trength will ſerne, 
t thoſe parts oꝛ places that are to be annointed, are firff the ſoles of the 
fete,and ſo vp to the knees, alſo the thighes, buttocks, loines, and ſhars 
bones, and likewiſe annoint both the armes, and vnder the arme holes, 
and the ſhoulder blades: but in any wiſe, as nere as vou tan, touch not

and alleged onely to p2one the coldnes of quickſiluer. But theſe argu⸗ 
ments and reaſons J thought to be very weake andof no foꝛce. Foz Au- 
tomus Muſa appzoueth it god, and to be a moſt ſingular and ſafe reme⸗ 
die to be giuen to pong childzen, hauing tender and delicate bodies, foz 
the cure ol woꝛmes in their bodies, being a moſt dangerous and deadly 
maladie. Almanor à learned dodoꝛ of phyſicke ſaith, that quickũluer is 
hot, and by his heate doth warme and make thin the humozs being 
well pꝛepared, and doth erpell them by the vppermoſt and out warde 
parts of the body. Paulus alſo doth affirme it to be hot and moiſt in the 
fourth degree, to whoſe opinion the ſaid Alnanor agreth, and is wholy 
againſt Mice», who maketh it cold in the ſecond degre. Alſo a note deli⸗ 
uered vnto me by a friend, of the nature and qualitie of quickſiluer, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the minde of Prace//«, in his boke called Congere, where he 
wꝛiteth De tranſmutatione Metallorum, ſaith he: They that iudge * 
quickfiluer to be cold and moiſt of nature are deceiued, and conuinced by,, 

their owne erroz, fo2 naturally it is hot and moiſt: ſoꝛ that makefhit to 
continue in his flowing and liquidnes: fo2 if it were cold and moiſt, it, Nota. 
would alwaies haue fozme of congealed water, as ice, and would be | 

hard and ſolid : beũdes that it would require fire to melt it as other met- | 

tals do, which it doth not, but loweth of his naturall heate, ec. - 

men are of many opinions, and allege great reaſons fo pzone quickſil- 

ner fo be cold. But it falleth out, that common experience p2zoneth the 

tontrarie. Foz this my ſelle doth know molt aſſuredly, that quickiluer 

being compounded with Axungia porcina, vnguentum Dialthææ, vul- 

pinum, Aregon, Agrippæ, Geniſtæ, alſo Oleum laurinũ, Terebinthinæ, 
Liliorum, Chamæmelinum, Anethinum, Roſaceum, Lumbricorum, & 
Hyperici, & c. and ſuch other emolliant and diſſoluing remedies. By 

theſe meanes J haue reſolued nodes and hard \wellings, with great 

comfo2t bnto the parts affected, and ſo haue tured many, though the 

gricfe were old and of long continnance : and may be perfoꝛmed of any, 

being(as J haue ſaid) artificially handled, otherwiſe it is as a ſwoꝛd put 

into a mad mans hand. But J do truly affirme, that quickſiluer is moſt᷑ 

pꝛoſitabie foz the cure of Lues Venerca, being as it were firſt moꝛtiſied 

t killed with Suecus Limonum, ſuccus ſaluiæ, ſuccus roſ. Oleum lau- 

rinum, iuniperi, axungia porcina, acetum vini, aqua vitæ, ſputum ho- 

minis ieiun. oxymel. ſquilliticum, t. Chus J ſay, quickſiluer being 
ſaffictently killed, may then be componnded with the ſoꝛe ſaid vngnents 

and oiles, and other gums and powders, 9 in the * 
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of the vnctions ſhall be declared. Then ſhall pou finde that the vnctions 
made with quickſiluer haue great and pꝛecious vertues, and it is moſt᷑ 
true that their opinions ought not to be regarded, which ſpeake ſo mali⸗ 
tiouſlp againſt the vnd ions made with quickſiluer, onelp ot enuie, to the 
intent to make this maner of curing ſeeme odious vnto the woꝛld. But 
foʒ my part, without further obiedions to the contrarie, let cucry man 
ſpeake and iudge accoꝛding as he knoweth and findeth: and this Jar 
moſt truly, that J yet did neuer ſe, but that the pzcfit ſurmounted the 
hurt, being diligently and carefully vſed, then J ſuppoſe no man was 
vet euer endamaged thereby, if they ſpeanke truly: and ſo J concluds 
with the ſayings of Vigo, that Jknow no reaſon why ſome men ſhould 
thus condemne medicines made with quickfiluer, ſ&ing that many re⸗ 
medies made with quickſiluer (being ſo noble a thing as it is) are found 
in the boks of ancient and late wꝛiters, in the curing of ſcabs, ſalt ficam, 
tetters and ring woꝛmes, xc, But it is ſaid, thecauſe why they are ſo 
beadſtrong in opinion, oz as it were ſwoꝛne enimies againſt vnctions 
made wity quickſiluer, truly this is one of their chiefe reaſons, to pzoue 
their opinion tobe god, Firlt they ſay they be very dangerous 4 ſtrong, 
and ſo cauſe malignant accidents, and vicerations in the mouth and 
gums, tong and thꝛote, with continuall fluxe of flegmatike matter day 
andnight running, whereby happencth painfull watching, lacke of aps 
petite, with dolour in the tawes, and ſuch other infirmities, which they 
ſap is ſo true, that nothing can be moze true. It is anſwered by the au⸗ 
thozitie of Hypocrates, that ertreme remedies are to be vſed againſt 
extreme diſeaſcs: fo2 ( ſaythey ) be there not purgations made very. 
ftrong,by reaſon of Eleborus and Scammony,and luch like, which hurt 
the ſtomacke and other parts, and ſhall they btterlp be refuſed, bicauſe 
they are noiſome: It is ſuppoſed not, fo by their contraries they are 
and may be made medicinable: euen the ſame and the very like pzoues 
are there of the vncttons made with quickſiluer. J know full well, if 
will be cbiected againſt me, as it hath bene againſt others that were 
men of great learning and tudgement,that my learning and knowledge 
heer in, is not to be compared with thoſe men, which hold the contrarie 
opinion, J grant it to be true, and J would indede hold their opinions 
to be god alſo, but that daily experience hath taught me to the contrar ie. 
And à ſap with Gio, we be childzen ſitting in the necke of a giant, by 
which meanes we can ſ& whatloeuer the giant canſ&. And thus haue A 
obſerued and often appꝛoued, that the nature and pꝛopertie of the vnc- 
tions made with quickſiluer, doth pꝛouoke ſweate, and emptieth the 
cauſe of this diſeaſe, ſomtimes ſenſible and ſomtimes inſenſible, and the 
blod is thereby purged from infeaion, and all the parts of the 4 2

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clenſed from ſuperũnous humoꝛs, ſo that god humozs in their plates are 
bꝛed, and they do returne againe vnto their naturall courſe and diſpoſt- 
tion, as we daily find true by experience. But pet beware that to litle of 
the vaction do not deceine thee in annointing, neither be to bold with 
the applying of to much of it at a time. Alſo you mult obſerue that your 
kriaions oz rubbings be done acco2ding to the diſcretion of the ſkilfull 
Surgeon and ſtrength of the patient, that is to ſay moderately, and not 
to foꝛcibly 02 oner roughly, foʒ feare ofſhutting of the poꝛes, neither to 
mildly oz gently, but in a reaſonable meane: foz other wiſe it will not 
ſufficientip pearſe oz enter the pozes of the ſkin.

honeſt Artiſts, and that the benefit which commeth by reaſon of pubs 
liſhing boks in Enaliſh , doth not encounter oz anſwer the diſcommo⸗ 
ditie and hurt if b:ingeth with it: and therefoze though it be lawful, pet 
it is not neceſſary to publiſh bokes of Surgery in Engliſh. But if J 
might be ſo bold to enter alittle farther into this diſcourſe, without of- 
fence vnto ſuch angrie ſaints, which haue oftentimes ſhot a number of 
theſemalitioos thunderbolts againſt many god men, foz publiſhing 
baks of Pþyſicke aud Sargerie inCngliſh, aud mozzouer they are lo. 
inlolent and pꝛoudly minded, that they diſdaine and thinke it a great 
indignitie vnto their perſons, to read any boke ot Phyſicke 82 Hurge⸗ 
rie in the Engliſh tong: and fo:ſoth, being demanded their reaſons 
wbp, tvcy baue ſaide they cquld eaſily pzwne it without aſyllogilme.. 
Pub to ſpeaks larther of their cauilling ſpeches ſo varegzouable, 
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maruell whyit is moꝛe vnit foꝛ vs, that be true naturall Engliſh men 
boꝛne, to publiſh bokes of Pbyſicke and Hurgerie in Cnglith , than foz 
al other countrey men, to put foꝛth their woꝛks in their own language. 
They haue ſaid, bicauſe it maketh the Art to common, fruly a reaſon of 
ſuch wile men, very weakely vnderpꝛopped, foz this Jknow full well, 
that Art commeth to no man by ſucceſſion, but by great paines, long 
fudie,much care and diligence, and Jam alſo full well aſſured, that one 
god Durgeon, is woꝛth a number of ſach euill tonged perſons , not- 
withſtanding the boaſting and bꝛagging of their onlyſkils $ and moze- 
oner the great helpes themſelues vaunt they haue by their derpe knows 
ledge in the varictie of fongs, which inded being alſo iopned with the 
like vnderſtanding in the Art, is to be accounted no doubt a double be⸗ 
nefff,o2 elſe not. Nenertheleſſe,J truſt they will grant that Hyppocratet 
and Galen were men of great learning and alſo experience, who wꝛote 
many wozthy bokes of Phyſicke and Surgerie in the Greke fong, 
Were therefoze all thoſe Grecians then Phyſitians, and Chirurgians, 
that did read their bokes 2 Auicen w2ote in the Arabian tong : Pliui⸗ 
wzote many learned and wozthy bokes in Latine, it was his owns 
naturall tong, were all thoſe men alſo Pbyſiftons and Chirurgeons, 
that-conld (peake Latine and read their bokes ? J doubt it very much: 
foz es in his firſt Aphoriſme ſaith » Mans life is ſho:t, the 
Voir on, ingenent (s bard. and-erperience is deceitfull, If this 
Aphoriſme be true, as I make noqueſtion it is, bow then tan euerie 
bad man, and lewd woman as they terme them, become Phyſitions and 
Surgeons in a ſhoꝛt time, onely by reading ol a fe we bwkes of Phyſicke 
and Surgerie in the Engliſh tong: Ambroſe Pare, a man of great dili⸗ 
gence, and manifold erperience in Surgery, ſaith , that man which 
bathnot a long time been trained vp in the woꝛks ol Art, no2 hath not 
greatly frequented the lectures of learned doctoꝛs, but dofheſfeme and 
- boaff himſelf to be a noble ſurged, only bicauſe he hath read many boks, 
is far deteiued, and there is no truth in him: Ir this wil not ſatiſfie theſs 
malitious men, who are flatterers of manp, and louers offew, vnlelſe if 
be ſach as are like vnto themſelues, who ſuppoſe the Art is ſo eaſte to be 
attained, as thonghit would pzeſently fall into mens monthes:let them 
I fay read 02 inquire, how many ercellent men haue wꝛittt in French. 
of all ſozts of Arts being their owne naturall tong : and likewiſe the 
Germanes, and other Dutch, very famous learned men: and many 
god men haue wꝛitten ſundzy kinde of learned wozkgin Engliſh, their 
naturall language, all which as I take it, haue had this generall pur⸗ 
poſe, to beneſit their comntrey and countrimen , which pzofeſe the 
Act, with part of that knowledge and vertuous — 
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bathbleſſed-thentin their ſeueral ſciences, that their knowledge ſhould 
not die with themſelues, but remaine vnto poſteritie, as a teſtimonie of 

f their lone, to further the trauels of ſuch as ſhould follow them, I ike⸗ 
; wile C:cero ſatth, that we are not boꝛne onely to benefit our ſelues, but 
\ our countrey, parents and freends: all which reaſons, have moned mas 
f ny god men. as maſter Aubroſe Pare, to publiſh foz the god of his 
& countrey andcommon wealth in France, that ercellentbwke of Surges 
; rie, which he painfully collected, But ſince it pleaſed God, he bath giuen 
place vnto time, and liueth we all hope, immoztall amongſt the bea- 
nenly ioies. Now they ſay, he was a man vnfurniſhed of the ſacred gifts 
of Grammar e Rheto2icke, neither had he euer taſted of theſwet founs 
taine and wellpꝛing of Philoſophie,, and therefoze could not be a god 
ſurgeon: he anſwereth ſuch like cauillers, and telleth them plainly, that 

it is poſſible foz a man to be a god Surgeon, although he had neuer a 
tong in his head. And if it be their pleaſures toſpeake iuſtiy and truly of 
him, he never went about td teach the tungs, but to wzite and teach 
the Art of Surgerie in the French tong vnto all yong p2agiſers,faz the 
better reite and comfoꝛt of many ſicke and dileaſed perſons; Yowbeit, 

it is in vaine to contend with ſuch kinde of perſons, whoſe bitter wozds 
are lie bitter coxrofines, but this is well knowne to be Morbus inuete · 
ratus, pꝛocitding from u malitious, cankered, and poiſoned omacke, 
Which J tdinke is vnpoſſible euer to be cured: not withſtanding this 
wozthy man, was well knowne to hane had a notable wit, and of a pꝛo⸗ 
foand erperiente, ſeldom out ot pzactiſe in the wars, oftentimes 
ted the hoſpitals, and many learned lequres, and foz his excellent iudge⸗ 
ment, he was commonly called to conſultations and conferences with 
the beſt learned Phiſitions and Surgeons, and very well knowne to be 
ercellently read and learned in his Art: byreaſon whereof be was called 
fo be the firſt and chiekeſt pꝛincipall Chirurgeon vnto diuers kings in 
France fo2z many pres, which could neuer haue bene without ſome 
great e woꝛthy dcſarts in him, To conclude theſe my fozmer ſpeeches, 
with the graue and wiſe ſay ings of M. ale our god countriman late 
deceaſed, and pet within the tompaſſt of our memoꝛp, in what twng ſo⸗ 
euer aman may got knowledge , the tong ſerueth not — 7 ſoz 
the leartiirig of the Art, whirh fozeſaid'reafons'inducey.many other of 
our gvd tountrimen tu publith diners pꝛoſitable wo: of Phyſicke and 
Chirurgeric in Engliſh, as namely D. Record, D. Phare, D. Turner,

| D. Bright, with many other wozthy Phiſitions and Surgeon, as mas

Eliot, of mater T.. biron, of maſter Lite, of mater Barrowe, of ma- 
ſter Bullen, of maſter Kelaway, and ſuch other wozthie gentlemen: 
ſhall all their knowledge, all their painfulllabours , and all their 
commendable wozks haue no better recompence, but amalitious vp⸗ 
b:aiding , bicanſe they are penned in Engliſh? O wicked and ſpiteful 
minded men, bnwazthy the benefit of (0 god labozs, not vnlike in 
nature to the Cuckow, which deuourcth the birde that bzought hir vp. 
Cheſe cauſes coſidered, J hope J ſhall haue the leſſe reaſon to be ditmaid 
at the ſcandalous and vnkind rep2oches, foule ingratifudese vaingloꝛi⸗ 
dus flouts and frumps of theſe immodeſt perſons afozeſatd, who behinde 
my backe in ſcoffing ſozt, haue derided theſe my paines t trauels: being 
indeed ſomany degrees inferioz vnto theſe excellent men, whoſe learned 
Wwozks could not eſcape their cankered venemous thꝛotes:and there foꝛe 
ſceing my pꝛincipal purpoſe hath ben common with theſe famous men, 
that bane labozed by their w2itings fo farther the knowledge of the 
Art in our language, and that J haue taken part of the laboz, though 
my gifts, and the fruits of my trauell be far inferio; vnto them, J ſhall 
becontent in like maner, to take part with them of the churlich gripes 
of this venemons bzode, who bicauſe they haue fo2gotten, that they 
haue receiued their (kils by the help of others, which went befoze them, 
are: bnwilling to leaue behinde, themſelues, any p2ofitable belpe foz 
their poſteritie. Thus much J haue thought god to waite batefly againſt 
that vaine cauill ot publiſhing bokes in Engliſh, ſceing that herrin J de⸗ 
ſerue no moꝛe blame than thoſe excellent men, which by their famous 
Wwazitings in their owne language, bane purchaſed themſelues immoz- 
tall thanks of all men that ſucce&de them, at.

HE Diuine Plats in his Dialogue of 
health ſaith, thatſthe controuerſies and 
e diſputatious of the writers doe open 
the truth. So is it at this time with many 
writers. For by their controuerſie in opi- 
nion, things ate found our, which other- 
|| wiſe we would not haue looked for. And 
|| among all their controuerſies, I finde 
| none more in doubt at this day, than is 
————<\|| Quicke/uner , which is moſt commonlie 
— vſed about the curation of the diſeaſe cal- 
led the French poche, for the opinion of the learned men are on both 
parts, and great reaſons the one againſtthe other, that it makes ma- 
ny ſtand in doubt which ſide to take. Therefore at this preſent I haue 
taken in hand to write ſome proofes as concerning the properties of 
it, according to my ſimple knowledge: partly by the reading of Au- 
thors, and alſo as 1 Haue found dur 5 mine one practiſe. But if 
thoſe learned men that haue v riten againſt it, did as well trie by pra- 
ctiſe as they do by their ſtudię to maintaine arguments, I thinke it 
would fall out that they would rather write in the defence of it - for 
I dare be bold to affitme// thatTome write 'morefor arguments ſake, 
than for the truth, aud othet᷑ ſoine fot thęit vaine glory ro be contra- 
ry to others, thinking therby to be counted the more famous. 
Let them be neuer ſo well learned chat write of any thing, if I 
finde it otherwiſe by experience, and reaſon on my ſide too, I will pre- 
fer that before all others i for the tuati ouꝑht to take place, and be 
preferred before their dee argoozents'; and for che truths ſake, I 
_ will write the profit that L haue foung out by —_—

harme, and for the confirmation of the ſame, he reciteth an hiſtory 
of a certaine woman, which at ſundry times tooke the quantitie of :

227 
pound and a halfe, which (hee voided downward without any harme : 
more heſaith , that many are deliuered from the Jheque paſſion by the 
taking of it, which is a deadlie diſeſe. 07 [167 
Anicen alſo approoueth inthe Chapter de Argento viuo, that 
haue taken itinwardly without any harme. Alſo Antonius. Muſa,in his 
booke of ſimple medicines, and in his Treatiſe of metals, ſaith, that he 
did vſe to giue Quickefieer to children, being at the point of death 
through woormes. I my ſelfe to trie the truth, haue giuen it to many 
dogs, and other liuing things, which neuer had harme by it: wheres 
of any man that doubteth may prooue. | | 
Some ſay, that Galen affirmeth it to be venemous. Galen indeed in 
his ninth booke of Simples, confeſſeth that he neuer did experiment 
it. For whether it vere taken in, or applied outwardly, he could not 
account it motrall, Auicen ordained it in his ointments for childrens 
ſore heads: and Meſus ordained it in his ointments for the ſcabs, in 
as great quantitie as we vic it in any ofour ointments. ü 
All theſe authorities, who ſo liſt to read them, may plainly ſee 
that cruell qualitie, as ſome haue affirmed: and yet I will not ſay, but 
that through the vndiſcreet handling of it, many euils may happen, 
the which is not to be attributed to the thing/but to the worker. For 
what purging inward medicine haue you, but there is ſome venemous 
qualitie in it, and yet neuertheleſſe with their correctiues are ſo 
tectiſied from all their euill qualities, that they do their actions with- 
| out any offence : for by the counſell of Galen, and all other ancient 
Authors, do we not yſe medicines inwardly, which be very venemous, 
as of Vipers, Hemlock, Henbane, Mandrake, Opium, Poppie, Hellle- 
bore, and others; the which may in ſuch ſort be corrected, that they ; 
may ſafely be taken inwardly without any harm? IN! 
Alſo many times through the vnskilfull handling of Agaricbr. 
Scammony, Turbit, Cartem, yea & alſo Rybarbe, that are excellent pur- 
ging medicines, (which men of knowledge vſe daily without harme) 
yet to many haue left ſuch a weakneſſe of the ſtomack , that there 
ath followed Lienteria, a continuall vomiting of the meate, by the 
- which followed Diſemteria, Tenaſimuu, and other fuchaccidents : And 
ſhall we condemne all thoſe good and v holeſome medicines, for the 
yndiſcreet handling of them? Let vs condemne bread and meate : 
for do we not ſee many a man die and periſh through the exceſſe of 
them ? As after any great famine we may ſee what hame dot come 
through the ouermuch taking of it, and yet meaſurably taken no- 
: thing more holſome and nouriſh ing |

And likewiſe of wine we ſee-whatecuilsdo daüy come by the in-

meaſurable taking of it. For beſides the euils that it brings to the li- 
uer, it doth ſo coole and weaken the ſine ves, that commonly they 
fall to Vertiginie, Scotomie, Apoplexie, and ſo commonly death. No more 
reaſon is there to attribute the malice of the Qncłeſiluer, vndiſcreet- 
ly handled, than there is to the others being of moſt wholſome qua- 
hties. | PROT v4 

And now if you do not belecue thoſe familiar examples, let vs come 
to the experience of it: I could bring foorth them that haue beene 
taken in hand of diuers for the ſame diſeaſe, and could neuer ſinde te- 
medie by hat ſoeuer they could do, which by the helpe of the oint- 
ment made with the ſaid Qaicłęſiluer being artificially handled, haue 
beene made perfectly well. Peraduenture you will obiect and ſay, 
that it is for a certaine time, and will returne afterwards. 

To anſwere the-which I will approoue, and not onely my ſelſe, but 

alſo many others of my company, Chirurgions in this City, that e 
haue cured a great number, which will conſeſſe themſelues that t 
are as wel as euer they were in their liues. Which is eaſily know en, ſor 
they are wel coloured, haue good appetite to eate, ſleepe well, & do al 
Actions as well as euer they did in all their lines: and I wil affirme that 
none of them being artificially cured, euer haue fallen into the diſ- 
enſe againe. Let vs therefore vſe that thing which is moſt manifeſtly 
approoued, and leaue the diſputation of ſuch as would make vs be- 
leeue the chings which are not.

Alſo read. Ariſtotelet. 4. Meteor, Haliabas, Paule Ægiueta, Comſt antiur, 
Iſaac, Raſſius, Plat eriuu, & yee ſhall be fully ſatisfied. And ifitheſe Au- 
thors will not perſwade, let experience teach: fot it doth extenuate 
and reſolue, which both are actions of heate, and not of cold. The 
reaſon which they yeelde that it is cold, is bicauſe it is made of Lead. 
Which ſolloweth not: for we ſee that Lime is made of Chalke, 
which is a cold ſtone, and yet the Lime is hore Divers other exam- 
ples I could bring in for the proofe of that, which for brevity ſake l 
will let paſſe, referring the indifferent reader to others, which haue 
written of this matter. 

Among the reſt, this booke for the true practiſe, I thinke to be 
one of the cheifeſt that hath beene publiſhed in our tong, being now 
the third time corrected, and inlarged;; wherein hath beene taken 
great paines, for the which we deſire nothing but good ſpeeches: 
though that ſome of late haue rewarded both of vs akthewl words,

and alſo ſought to deface our writings, if their wil and their wit could 
haue agreed. oy 

But this we would haue knowen vnto them, that there is neither 
of vs both, but haue cured more in number, than euer they did ſee 
in all their liues, that hath moſt found fault with our writings, and 
are able to prooue by reaſon our doings therein. I thinke rather it 
was for enuie, than for any zeale to the truth of the matter: be- 
ing not wel contented to ſee others in better credite and doings than 
themſelues. | 

Let them not malice vs: for it is the good liking of the people, in 
that we haue — our duties. It may be, that when they haue 
3 long in this Citie, and other places of this Realme as ve 

aue done, they may haue as good dooings as we haue, if they diſ- 
charge their duties accordingly: if not, let them be ſure, the longer 
they practiſe, the woorſe it will be for them, the which we would be 
loth to ſee. For it is the comfort of euery honeſt Artiſt, to ſee the 
proſeſſors to floriſn, and eſpecially being of one body and compa- 
ny: for one member not doing his duty, all the reſt fare the voorſe: 
therefore, we ſhould rather be a comfort the one to the other, than 
to deface one anothers doings. 
I would td God, that it were well conſidered of vs, and that there 
might be an vnion among vs which profeſſe this noble Art of 
Chirurgery, that we may diſcharge our duties in the common 
wealth, to the glory of God, and the one to be a helpe and com- 
fort to the other. 
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
